The  Water  Commissioners  of  the  town  of  West  Bridge- 
water  respectfully  submit  their  first  annual  report  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  this  department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1910: 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  town  of  West  Bridge- 
water  at  a  meeting  held  on  August  30,  1910,  the  Water 
Commissioners  on  September  19,.  1910,  made  the  first  sub- 
stantial move  to  install  water  in  the  town.  The  first  ground 
was  broken  on  this  morning  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Lothrop,  Mr. 
Hervey  Dunham  and  Mr.  Orvis  F.  Kinney  throwing  out  the 
first  shovelsfull  of  earth  in  the  order  named  above  which  was 
by  their  ages  and  the  shovel  has  been  preserved  and  duly 
decorated  and  labeled  and  will  hang  as  a  souvenir  in  the 
room  occupied  by  the  Water  Commissioners. 

The  water  has  been  installed  and  is  in  operation  on 
North  Elm  Street  as  far  as  Button-wood  Farm;  on  Spring 
Street  as  far  as  the  Monson  place;  on  Crescent  Street  to 
Francis  Avenue;  on  Francis  Avenue  to  the  Anglim  place; 
on  Grant  Street  to  Copeland  and  on  Copeland  Street  north 
about  500  feet.

It  should  be  noted  that  in  the  juvenile  section,  a  large 
number  of  the  books  are  upon  travel  and  adventure,  history, 
modern  scientific  development  and  nature,  leading  the  young 
readers  to  seek  fuller  information  in  higher  departments  of 
the  library. 

The  trustees  present  this  year  an  urgent  need  for  a  com- 
plete revision  of  the  catalogue. 

Many  books  of  value  in  the  formation  of  the  library 
thirty  years  ago,  have  no  present  use,  because  of  poor  condi- 
tion and  fine  print.  These  should  be  removed.  In  the  trans- 
fer of  the  books  to  the  building  now  occupied,  many  changes 
resulted  in  the  order  of  shelf  arrangement,  bringing  incon- 
venience to  the  librarian  and  to  those  seeking  books  by  the 
catalogue  now  in  use.  The  trustees  can,  with  aid  from  the 
town,  arrange  for  this  important  work  to  be  undertaken  in 
the  coming  year,  1911,  by  drawing  upon  that  portion  of  the 
library  funds  left  for  discretionary  use. 

The  increasing  interest  now  shown  by  the  younger  bor- 
rowers of  books,  is  a  strong  reason  for  holding  our  library  to 
its  highest  efficiency,  and  to  encourage  its  use  by  the  schools. 
The  librarian  gives  generous  aid  to  promote  this  special  use, 
by  opening  the  library  at  ten  on  Wednesdays  during  school 
terms,  to  the  pupils  coming  by  coach  and  electrics  to  the 
Central  schools.  ^  A  large  number  of  these  children  take 
cards,  and  with  evident  enjoyment,  use  the  library  freely, 
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often  under  the  valuable  suggestions  of  their  teachers,  who 
call  attention  to  books  relating  to  class-room  studies. 

The  trustees  have  loaned  to  the  High  school,  through  the 
year,  the  following  works  of  reference,  as,  rarely  consulted 
in  the  library,  they  can  in  the  school  room  be  of  daily  use  to 
the  pupils  of  our  town: 

The  Century  Dictionary. 

The  Century  Cyclopedia  of  Names. 

Universal  Encyclopedia  and  Atlas. 

The  Great  Events  by  Famous  Historians. 

The  value  to  the  pupils  of  this  close  relation  of  school 
work  with  the  Public  Library  cannot  be  overestimated,  and 
is  becoming  each  year  of  more  importance  in  the  educational 
system  of  the  country. 

The  custom  of  giving  two  issues  on  one  card  is  being 
adopted  by  many  public  libraries — one  volume  only  of  fiction, 
one  of  non-fiction  or  magazine.  This  privilege  is  given  in 
our  library,  if  desired. 

The  open  shelf  system  is  continued,  restricted  only  to 
children  under  twelve.  In  all  other  ways  they  have  full  li- 
brary privileges,  without  age  limit.  The  "  Children's  Cor- 
ner' '  in  the  entrance  room  is  provided  with  tables  and  a 
book  shelf,  where  many  of  their  books  can  be  seen,  or  the 
librarian's  help  is  given  from  the  stack-room  supply. 

There  is  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  demand  for  current 
magazines  for  home  reading.

ABSTRACT  FROM  CHAPTER  29  OF  REVISED  LAWS 
OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

Sect.  3.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  on  or  before  the 
fifth  day  of  each  month,  report  to  the  clerk  of  each  city  or 
town,  a  correct  list  of  all  children  born  therein  during  the 
preceding  month  at  whose  birth  they  were  present,  stating 
date  and  place  of  each  birth,  name,  if  any,  of  the  child,  sex 
and  color,  and  the  name,  place  of  birth  and  residence  of 
parents,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother,  and  occupation  of 
the  father. 

The  fee  of  the  physician  or  midwife  shall  be  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  A  physician  or  midwife, 
who  neglects  to  report  such  list  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  the  month  shall  for  each  offense  forfeit  not  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars. 

Sect.  6.  Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth 
in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

The  facts  required  for  record,  as  stated  in  section  3  shall 
so  far  as  known  or  obtainable,  be  included  in  every  notice 
given  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sect.  8.  A  parent,  or  other  person,  who  is  by  section  six 
required  to  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  of  a  birth  or 
death,  who  neglects  to  do  so  for  ten  days  after  the  time  lim- 
ted  therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

Sect.  24.  A  city  or  town  clerk  shall  give  written  notice 
of  the  requirements  of  this  chapter  to  any  person  who  neg- 
lects to  comply  therewith,  and  upon  continuance  of  such 
neglect  for  one  month  snail  notify  the  Attorney  General  or 
the  District  Attorney  of  his  District  who  shall  cause  prosecu- 
tion for  the  penalty  or  forfeiture. 

The  Town  Clerk  will  furnish  blanks  for  returns  of  births 
to  parents,  householders,  physicans  and  midwives,  who  apply 
therefor.

We  have  come  to  the  close  of  another  year,  a  time  to 
review  the  work  of  the  year  that  is  gone. 

Much  has  been  accomplished.  The  condition  of  our 
school  buildings  has  been  greatly  improved. 

Repairs  throughout  the  year  have  been  quite  extensive, 
and  it  would  seem  that  the  liberal  grant  of  the  town  had 
been  wisely  expended. 

The  school  building  at  Jerusalem  has  been  thoroughly 
renovated  within,  and  is  now  more  attractive  in  appearance, 
more  comfortable  for  pupils,  and  better  fitted  for  school 
work. 

Among  the  larger  repairs  should  be  included  the  painting 
of  the  South  school  house. 

The  interior  repairs  at  the  Centre  No.  1  building  were 
very  much  needed  and  greatly  increase  its  adaptability  to 
school  uses.  The  plank  walks  around  the  building  had  de- 
cayed and  become  unsafe.  These  have  been  replaced  by 
cemented  walks,  which  are  practically  indestructible. 
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The  opening  of  the  new  room  at  the  Centre  No.  2  build- 
ing afforded  a  pleasant  relief  to  our  overcrowded  school 
rooms.  Its  occupancy,  however,  leaves  us  with  no  resource 
to  meet  future  needs — to  meet  a  condition  which  is  inevitable 
in  every  growing  town,  one  which  it  would  be  wise  for  us  to 
anticipate.  So  rapidly  has  the  number  of  school  children  in- 
creased in  our  town  that  the  need  of  a  new  school  building 
for  their  accommodation  will  very  soon  become  imperative. 
A  suitable  building  erected  upon  the  school  lot  recently  pur- 
chased would  meet  the  requirements  for  many  years.  Situ- 
ated so  near  to  their  homes,  many  children  would  be  able  to 
have  their  dinners  at  home,  attending  school  too,  at  a  consid- 
erable saving  of  car  fare. 

The  work  that  appeals  most  strongly  to  us  and  merits 
approbation  is  that  of  our  earnest,  efficient  corps  of  teach- 
ers with  the  guidance  of  our  superintendent,  whose  expe- 
rience is  invaluable.  As  a  result  of  their  efforts  promotions 
have  been  uninterrupted,  and  a  class  of  fifteen  boys  and 
thirteen  girls  were  graduated  in  June.  Many  of  these 
entered  the  high  school.  Our  interest  continues  with  them 
in  the  opportunity  for  a  more  extended  education  as  offered 
at  the  Howard  High  School.  The  town  is  fortunate  in  having 
a  high  school  offering  such  excellent  courses  of  study  with 
no  cost  whatever  to  its  citizens. .  Great  efforts  are  made  by 
state  and  town  to  attain  high  standards  of  scholarship  and 
deportment  in  the  public  schools,  efforts  which  can  be 
strengthened  and  supported  by  the  influence  of  parents  and 
home  life.  A  most  intimate  and  friendly  relation  should 
exist  between  parents  and  teachers.  For  this  reason  we 
would  invite  parents  to  visit  schools  frequently.

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Review  of  the  Year. 

The  national  census,  taken  the  past  year,  shows  that 
the  population  of  West  Bridgewater  is  2,231,  or  225  more 
than  the  number  given  by  the  State  census  of  1905,  repre- 
senting a  gain  of  11  per  cent.  Compared  with  the  national 
census  of  ten  years  ago,  there  is  a  gain  of  520,  or  more  than 
30  per  cent.  In  these  same  periods  of  five  and  ten  years,  the 
per  cents,  of  gain  in  average  membership  in  our  schools  have 
been  28  and  50,  respectively. 

The  returns  for  the  past  year  show  an  improvement  in 
attendance  over  that  reported  one  year  ago.  Attention  is 
called  at  this  point  to  the  record  of  tardiness  given  in  the  at- 
tendance table  above.  The  total  for  the  year  is  535,  which, 
with  an  average  membership  of  393,  makes  an  average  of 
1.36  per  pupil  for  the  year.  This  number  is  higher  than  it 
should  be,  but  reference  to  the  table  will  show  that  the  gen- 
eral average  is  raised  by  the  poor  record  of  a  few  schools. 
On  the  other  hand,  one-half  of  our  schools  have  an  average 
of  less  than  one  tardy  mark  per  pupil  for  the  entire  year.  A 
study  of  the  several  school  registers  reveals  the  additional 
fact  that  in  schools  having  the  poorest  record,  most  of  the 
tardiness  is  chargeable  to  a  comparatively  small  number  of 
pupils.  Our  teachers  are  making  a  commendable  effort  to 
reduce  the  number  of  tardy  marks,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they 
will  be  aided  in  this  attempt  by  the  cooperation  of  parents 
and  others  having  children  under  their  charge.  Indifference 
to  a  pupil's  record  of  attendance  is  a  serious  fault,  and  one 
of  which  no  parent  should  be  guilty,  for  the  habit  of  punctu- 
ality which  the  school  strives  to  develop  *in  every  pupil,  will 
prove  to  be  a  tremendous  asset  in  after  life.  To  know  how 
to  do  things  well  is  important;  to  get  them  done  on  time  is 
the  key  note  of  success. 

Pursuant  to  the  recommendation  made  in  my  last  re- 
port, the  town  voted,  at  its  regular  meeting  in  March,  to  add 
two  weeks  to  the  school  year,  making  the  length  at  present 
thirty-eight  weeks.  This  action  places  us  more  nearly  on  an 
equality  with  other  towns  and  cities,  and  makes  possible  a 
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better  grade  of  work.  It  is  hoped  that  results  have  justified 
our  expectations,  and  that  the  experiment  tried  this  year  may 
become  a  permanent  feature  of  our  school  work. 

The  problem  of  finding  teachers  adapted  to  our  needs 
continues,  with  little  or  no  hope  for  relief  in  the  near  future. 
The  rapid  growth  of  city  population  creates  a  demand  for 
experienced  teachers,  which  is  met  in  large  measure  by  prey- 
ing upon  less  favored  communities.  During  the  past  twelve 
months  your  superintendent  has  found  and  employed  no  less 
than  twenty-four  new  teachers  for  the  schools  of  his  district, 
an  average  of  two  each  month.  When  one  considers  that  for 
each  teacher  hired,  from  five  to  ten  candidates  must  be  inter- 
viewed and  their  qualifications  considered,  one  can  see  that 
this  function  of  the  superintendent  forms  no  inconsiderable 
part  of  his  regular  duties.  Though  changes  come  each  year 
in  our  teaching  force,  yet  our  policy  of  gradually  increas- 
ing salaries,  where  results  seem  to  justify  such  action,  has 
given  to  our  teaching  force,  as  a  whole,  a  permanency  and 
stability  unknown  in  many  of  the  smaller  towns  of  the  State. 

An  important  change  in  the  marking  system  was  intro- 
duced at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term.  The  pass  mark  in 
each  study  was  raised  from  65  per  cent,  to  70  per  cent.,  and 
the  values  of  the  letters  used  on  the  report  cards  were  changed 
to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  new  standard.  The 
letter  A  now  represents  a  mark  of  90  to  100  per  cent. ;  B,  80 
to  90  per  cent. ;  C,  70  to  80  per  cent. ;  D,  anything  below  70 
per  cent.  To  insure  promotion  from  one  grade  to  the  next,  a 
pupil  must  receive  an  average  of  at  least  70  per  cent,  for  all 
of  his  studies,  and  not  less  than  50  per  cent,  in  any  study. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  the  opening  of  the 
fourth  room  in  the  new  building  at  the  Center,  and  a  rear- 
rangement of  grades  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  increasing 
school  population.  In  the  two  buildings  at  the  Center,  we 
now  have  207  pupils,  a  gain  of  31  over  the  number  enrolled 
one  year  ago.  During  this  time  we  have  transferred  the  fifth 
grade  from  the  South  school  to  the  Center,  but  have  offset 
this  increase  in  number  by  returning  the  corresponding  grade 
from  the  Center  to  the  East  school. 
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We  have  been  fortunate  in  retaining  for  another  year  the 
services  of  our  supervisors  of  music  and  drawing.  The  open- 
ing of  three  new  schools  in  recent  years  has  greatly  added  to 
the  work  of  music  supervision,  and  rendered  necessary  a  new 
schedule,  which  calls  for  less  frequent  visits  to  the  schools, 
but  allows  more  time  for  each  visit.  The  new  schedule  seems 
to  be  working  well,  and  will  undoubtedly  make  possible  a 
continuance  of  the  same  good  work  to  which  we  have  been 
accustomed  in  the  past.  Under  the  present  arrangement  the 
drawing  supervisor  meets  the  regular  teachers  once  each 
month,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  and  criticising  the  work 
of  the  pupils,  and  of  outlining  and  explaining  the  work  for 
the  coming  month.  This  plan  is,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory, 
and  is  productive  of  good  results.  In  his  report  to  me,  Mr. 
Ketchum  says:  "The  course  in  drawing  is  practically  the 
same  as  given  last  year.  Such  changes  as  have  been  made 
are  of  minor  importance.  The  work  has  progressed  well  and 
smoothly.  The  teachers  have  carried  on  the  work  with  the 
children  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  taking  pride  in  keep- 
ing the  quality  at  a  high  standard." 

The  enforcement  of  the  compulsory  vaccination  law,  to 
which  reference  was  made  in  my  last  report,  has  continued 
through  the  year  with  good  results.  Early  in  the  fall  term 
notice  was  given  that  no  child  under  seven  years  of  age 
would  be  admitted  to  school  without  a  certificate  to  the  effect 
that  he  had  complied  with  the  law.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
committee  to  continue  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  so  that 
parents  who  are  contemplating  sending  children  to  school  for 
the  first  time  next  September,  should  see  that  they  are  pro- 
vided  with  a  certificate  of  vaccination,  or  of  lawful  exemp- 
tion. 

The  test  for  sight  and  hearing,  required  by  law  to  be 
made  once  each  year,  was  made  during  the  fall  term,  with 
the  following  results:  Number  of  pupils  examined,  424;  num- 
ber with  defective  vision,  23;  number  with  defective  hear- 
ing, 1;  number  of  parents  notified,  14.  For  information  re- 
garding health  conditions  in  our  schools,  you  are  referred  to 
the  report  of  the  medical  inspector,  which  is  incorporated 
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with  this  report. 

The  state  law  forbidding  the  use  of  the  common  drink- 
ing cup  in  public  institutions,  applies  to  school  buildings.  In 
compliance  with  this  law,  the  common  cup  has  been  removed 
from  all  of  our  schools,  and  sanitary  water  coolers,  with 
faucet  attachment,  have  taken  the  place  of  water  pails.  The 
pupils  are  providing  their  own  drinking  cups. 


Changes  in  the  Age  and  Schooling  Certificate  Law. 

The  law  in  regard  to  granting  age  and  schooling  certifi- 
cates has  been  amended  the  past  year  by  inserting  the  pro- 
vision that  no  certificate  shall  be  issued  until  the  person  ap- 
plying ' '  has  received  a  certificate  signed  by  a  physician,  as 
provided  in  Chapter  five  hundred  and  two,  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  and  Acts  passed  in  amend- 
ment thereof,  or  by  a  physician  appointed  by  the  school  com- 
mittee, stating  that  safd  minor  has  been  examined  by  him, 
and  in  his  opinion  is  in  sufficiently  sound  health,  and  physi- 
cally able  to  perform  the  work  which  the  minor  intends  to 
do:  provided,  however,  that  the  age  and  schooling  certificate 
may  be  approved  and  issued  without  a  physician's  certificate, 
if  there  shall  be  on  file,  in  connection  with  the  public  schools, 
a  written  record  in  regard  to  the  child's  physical  condition, 
made  within  one  year,  and  the  person  authorized  to  approve 
said  age  and  schooling  certificate,  after  having  examined 
such  record,  shall  certify  that,  in  his  opinion,  said  minor  is 
in  sufficiently  sound  health,  and  physically  able  to  perform 
the  work  which  the  minor  intends  to  do. ' ' 

Another  enactment  provides  that:  "  Whoever  forges,  or 
procures  to  be  forged,  or  assists  in  forging  a  certificate  of 
birth  of  such  minor,  and  whoever  presents,  or  assists  in  pre- 
senting, a  forged  certificate  of  birth,  to  a  school  committee, 
or  to  the  person  authorized  by  law  to  receive  certificates,  for 
the  purpose  of  fraudulently  obtaining  the  school  certificate 
mentioned  in  section  sixty  (age  and  schooling  certificate), 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred,  nor 
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more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
less  than  three  months  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment/ ' 

The  approval  of  the  age  and  schooling  certificate  is  based 
upon  the  following  conditions:  (1)  A  statement  of  age.  The 
applicant  must  be  at  least  fourteen  years  of  age  and  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  parent  or  guardian,  who  must  sign  the  cer- 
tificate and,  under  oath,  give  the  age  of  the  applicant.  (2)  A 
satisfactory  test,  made  by  the  person  who  approves  the  age 
and  schooling  certificate,  of  the  ability  of  the  applicant  to 
read  and  write.  This  test  is  met  by  an  ability  to  meet  at 
least  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  fourth  grade  in 
the  public  schools.  (3)  Certification  as  to  the  health  and 
physical  fitness  to  perform  the  work  indicated.  This  certifi- 
cate should  be  obtained  from  the  school  physician  after  the 
applicant  has  had  promise  of  work,  and  before  he  applies  to 
the  superintendent  for  an  age  and  schooling  certificate. 


New  School  Building  Needed. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  attention  was  called  to  the  in- 
crease in  the  school  population,  and  to  the  probable  need  of 
additional  accommodations  in  the  near  future.  The  commit- 
tee and  superintendent  have  given  this  matter  careful  consid- 
eration, and  are  now  prepared  to  recommend  that  an  appro- 
priation be  made  at  the  coming  town  meeting  for  the  purpose 
of  building  a  new  school  on  the  lot  in  the  North  district,  al- 
ready in  the  possession  of  the  town.  Tables,  giving  the  en- 
rolment for  January  of  the  present  year  and  the  average 
membership  for  a  period  of  years,  have  been  prepared,  and 
are  here  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  citizens.

Looking  back  over  the  records  for  a  period  of  seven 
years,  we  find  there  has  been  a  gain  in  average  membership 
of  144  pupils,  or  more  than  50  per  cent.  In  this  period  we 
have  built  a  four- room  building  with  a  seating  capacity  of 
168  pupils.  The  promotion  of  pupils  already  in  our  schools 
will  overtax  this  building  next  September,  and  leave  no  room 
for  such  pupils  as  may  move  into  town  before  that  date. 
Again,  the  upper  grades  are  growing  larger  each  year,  and  it 
will  no  longer  be  possible  to  combine  such  grades,  as  we  have 
done  in  the  past.  Next  year  grades  seven,  eight  and  nine 
will  number  from  35  to  45  pupils  each  and  each  will  require 
the  entire  time  of  a  separate  teacher.  If,  as  now  seems 
probable,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  tranfer  the  seventh  grade 
from  Cochesett  to  the  Center  to  make  room  for  the  increasing 
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school  population  of  that  village,  the  need  of  the  proposed 
new  building  will  be  still  more  imperative,  as  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  provide  an  overflow  for  some  of  the  intermediate 
pupils  from  outside  districts  now  housed  at  the  Center. 

Thus  far  the  question  has  been  considered  chiefly  with 
reference  to  its  bearing  upon  the  situation  at  the  Center.  Let 
us  look  at  conditions  as  they  exist  in  the  North  district.  For 
some  time  the  building  has  been  inadequate  to  meet  the 
needs  of  even  the  lower  grades,  and  we  have  been  compelled 
to  transfer  young  children  to  the  Center.  This  plan  is  unsat- 
isfactory to  school  officials,  as  it  certainly  is  to  parents,  for  it 
involves  electric  car  transportation  and  all  day  absence  from 
home  for  pupils  who,  because  of  their  age,  ought  to  have 
school  accommodations  within  walking  distance  of  their  own 
homes.  Furthermore,  the  heating  and  ventilating  arrange- 
ments in  the  building  now  in  use  are  very  unsatisfactory  and 
far  from  being  in  conformity  to  the  requirements  of  the  state 
law.  Until  recently  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  North  dis- 
trict has  not  been  sufficient  to  warrant  the  erection  of  a  new 
building  in  that  section  of  the  town,  but  by  next  September 
the  enrolment  in  the  first  six  grades  will  be  large  enough  to 
justify  the  opening  of  two  rooms  in  the  proposed  new  build- 
ing. With  this  additional  accommodation  we  shall  be  enabled 
to  return  to  their  home  district  a  number  of  pupils  whom  we 
are  furnishing  transportation,  thereby  making  a  saving  on 
this  item  of  approximately  $150  per  year. 

To  us  who  have  studied  the  situation  carefully  there  seems 
no  alternative  to  the  plan  to  erect  a  new  building  in  the 
North  district.  The  only  question  in  our  minds  is  whether  it 
shall  be  a  two-room  or  a  four-room  structure.  The  probabil- 
ity that  this  section  of  the  town  will  continue  to  grow  some- 
what rapidly  argues  for  the  larger  building.  Two  rooms  will 
meet  our  needs  for  the  present,  perhaps  for  two  or  three 
years,  but  if  a  two-room  building  is  decided  upon,  the  two 
rooms  should  be  on  the  same  floor,  and  plans  and  construc- 
tion should  contemplate  the  possibility  of  raising  the  structure 
for  the  purpose  of  converting  it  into  a  four-room  building. 
It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  citizens  will  give  this  recom- 
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mendation  careful  consideration,  and  feel  free  at  any  time  to 
ask  committee  and  superintendent  for  additional  information 
or  explanation. 

Howard  High  School. 

During  the  past  year  the  course  of  study  has  been 
revised,  the  details  of  this  revision  being  found  in  Appendix 
B.  Our  commercial  course  has  been  strengthened  by  the  in- 
troduction of  book-keeping.  For  next  year  we  have  in  mind 
a  still  further  extension  of  this  course  which  seems  to  be 
meeting  a  real  need  on  the  part  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

The  school  opened  in  September  with  an  enrolment  of 
forty-three  pupils,  the  largest  in  its  history.  Of  this  number 
twenty-two  were  girls  and  twenty-one  were  boys.  Next 
year  our  enrolment  will  probably  be  about  the  same  as  this 
year,  but  in  the  following  years  the  large  classes  to  be  grad- 
uated from  the  Grammar  school  ought  to  mean  a  much  larger 
enrolment  in  the  High  school.  I  see  no  reason  why  the  en- 
rolment should  not  increase  in  the  next  three  or  four  years  to 
at  least  sixty  pupils. 

Report  of  the  Medical  Inspector. 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  of  the 
Schools  in  the  town  of  West  Bridge  water: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  as 
Medical  Inspector  in  the  public  schools. 

A  perusal  of  the  following  tabulated  report  is  significant, 
revealing  the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  children 
attending  school  were  not  at  the  times  of  inspection  well. 

As  our  rigorous  changeable  New  England  climate  is  in- 
ducive  of  repeated  colds  and  catarrhal  conditions  of  the  nose 
and  throat  the  results  of  these  ailments  are  often  adenoids 
and  enlarged  tonsils.  Thirty-four  per  cent  of  our  school 
children  have  adenoids  and  enlarged  tonsils  or  slightly  en- 
larged tonsils.    Fifty  notices  have  been  sent  to  parents  or 
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guardians  advising  treatment. 

To  neglect  the  treatment  of  adenoids  is  but  to  invite  the 
development  of  graver  conditions.  All  cases  of  nasal  ob- 
struction tend  toward  producing  chronic  catarrh,  weak  eyes 
and  catarrhal  ear  troubles,  and  furnish  an  admirable  soil  for 
the  germs  of  consumption. 

During  the  last  school  year  334  or  nearly  78  per  cent  of 
the  children  attending  our  schools  were  found  affected  by 
the  following:

About  22  per  cent  of  our  pupils  have  badly  decayed  teeth. 
This  percentage,  though  seemingly  unnecessarily  high,  is  by 
no  means  as  high  as  is  often  found  in  the  large  city  schools. 
A  greater  number  of  the  children  are  having  their  teeth 
properly  cared  for  than  before  this  year.  Many  people  seem 
unaware  that  decayed  first  teeth  are  not  only  a  menace  to  a 
child's  general  health  but  also  infect  the  permanent  teeth  as 
they  appear.  No  child  should  remain  out  of  school  for  tooth- 
ache only  long  enough  to  have  the  offending  tooth  treated  or 
extracted. 

Measles  and  mumps  have  been  in  evidence,  and  during 
the  fall  term  many  absences  from  school  were  caused  by 
these  ailments. 

No  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  reported,  and  but 
one  case  of  typhoid  fever. 

Special  visits  have  been  made  to  the  schools,  and  a  num- 
ber of  pupils  have  reported  to  the  office  for  diagnosis. 

The  general  health  of  the  pupils  is  good,  there  being  a 
verv  small  number  of  weakly  and  anaemic  children  attending 
school. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  all  assistance  and 
courtesies  extended  me  by  all  connected  with  the  schools.

The  Selectmen  have  taken  into  consideration  the  fact 
that  the  Town,  in  addition  to  its  ordinary  running  expenses, 
is  now  paying  four  thousand  dollars  a  year  upon  the  principal 
indebtness  incurred  by  the  building  of  the  Center  Grammar 
School,  the  Sunset  Avenue  School  and  the  purchase  of  the 
Town  Hall.

MARCH  13,  1911. 

A  meeting,  duly  warned,  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
of  West  Bridgewater,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  on 
town  affairs,  was  held  in  Grange  Hall,  in  said  town,  on  Mon- 
day, March  13,  1911,  at  7.30  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  the 
following  is  a  record  of  said  meeting,  viz. : 

Chose  Howard  B.  Wilbur,  Moderator. 

Albert  C.  Snow,  A.  A.  Goss,  appointed  at  check  list ;  E. 
H.  Thayer  and  Christopher  Reed  appointed  as  tellers,  were 
duly  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Voted,— That  the  Reports  of  the  Town  Officers  and  Com- 
mittees be  accepted  as  printed  and  placed  on  file. 
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The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Rev.  Edward  B. 
Maglathlin,  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote: — 

Whereas, — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  West 
Bridgewater,  held  in  March,  1881,  Mr.  Charles  R.  Packard 
was  chosen  on  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees ;  and  during 
these  thirty  consecutive  years  has  performed  the  duties  of 
his  office  with  rare  ability,  wisdom  and  consecration : 

Resolved, — That  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater,  in  Annu- 
al Meeting  assembled,  on  the  30th  anniversary  of  his  original 
appointment,  votes  unanimously  that  Mr.  Packard  be  declar- 
ed as  Honorary  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library  of  West  Bridge- 
water,  and  that  he  be  so  designated  in  the  records  of  the 
Town. 

Voted, — That  the  Treasurer  be,  and  hereby  is  authorized 
with  the  approval  of  the  majority  of  the  selectmen,  to  bor- 
row from  time  to  time  during  the  current  municipal  year, 
beginning  January  1,  1911,  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of  such 
municipal  year,  sums  not  to  exceed  at  any  one  time  outstand- 
ing $10,000,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  current  expenses 
of  the  town,  and  to  give  the  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  pay- 
able within  one  year  from  their  dates.  All  debts  incurred 
under  authority  of  this  vote  shall  be  paid  from  the  taxes  of 
said  current  municipal  year.

Voted, —That  the  Tax  Collector  be  instructed  to  collect 
all  taxes  unpaid  November  1st,  of  persons  not  assessed  on 
real  estate. 

The  committee  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  November  25, 
1910  to  investigate  the  question  of  providing  a  Town  office,  a 
Town  Hall  and  a  Town  vault,  submitted  a  written  report  to 
the  Town. 

Voted, — That  the  report  be  accepted. 

A  motion  was  made  in  reference  to  the  matter  by  Car- 
roll W.  Pearl  which  was  submitted  to  a  committee  consisting 
of  Frank  L.  Howard,  Harold  S.  Lyon  and  Albert  Manley  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  the  motion  was  properly  word- 
ed, this  committee  to  report  later  in  the  evening. 

Voted  to  take  up  article  22. 

Voted, — That  a  committee  consisting  of  L.  A.  Tower, 
Hervey  Dunham,  and  Orvis  F.  Kinney  be  chosen  to  build  a 
two  room  School  Building  on  the  lot  on  Sunset  Avenue  at  a 
cost  not  to  exceed  seven  thousand  dollars  ($7,000),  as 
amended,  that  the  committee  be  given  discretionary  power 
to  erect  a  build  to  contain  four  rooms,  if  the  same  can  be 
built  within  said  appropriation  of  $7,000,  and  that  Herbert 
Holmes  and  A.  S.  Lyon  be  added  to  the  committee. 

Voted,— To  take  up  article  9. 

Voted, — That  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  be  and 
the  same  hereby  is  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  a  water 
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supply  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  Chapter  138  of 
the  Acts  1910,  as  amended  by  Chapter  27  of  the  Acts  of  1911, 
and  construction  for  the  same  upon  North  Main,  Matfield, 
Belmont  and  Plain  Streets,  and  streets  or  ways  in  the  vicin- 
ity thereof,  or  upon  any  other  streets  or  ways  in  the  town, 
to  or  upon  which,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  it  may  seem  expedient  or  desirable  to  extend 
such  water  supply;  and  that  under  the  authority  of  said 
chapter  the  Town  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  borrow  said  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  and  to  issue 
the  bonds  of  the  town  therefor,  to  be  denominated,  ' '  West 
Bridgewater  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1910/ '  Said  bonds  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Treasurer,  and  be  countersigned  by  the  Water 
Commissioners;  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually;  shall  be 
dated  March  first,  1911,  and  shall  be  paid  within  periods  not 
exceeding  thirty  years  from  their  date  of  issue,  in  twenty- 
five  annual  proportionate  payments  of  four  hundred  eighty 
dollars  each,  the  first  of  said  payments  to  be  made  March 
first,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen.  (The  vote 
was  56  yes;  22  no.) 

Voted, — To  take  up  article  23. 

Voted,— That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  autho- 
rized to  borrow  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars  and  to 
issue  the  bonds  of  the  town  therefore;  to  be  denominated, 
1 '  West  Bridgewater  School  Loan,  Vote  of  March  13,  1911." 
Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  be  counter- 
signed by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen.  Said  bonds  shall  bear 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  and  shall  be  dated  May  1st,  1911,  and 
shall  be  paid  as  follows:  Two  thousand  dollars  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  of  the  years,  1915,  1916,  and  1917,  and 
one  thousand  dollars  in  the  year  1918. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  motion  under 
article  eight,  made  their  report,  and  the  amendment  to  the 
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original  motion  having  been  accepted  by  the  mover,  Mr. 
Pearl,  it  was, 

Voted, — That  the  Selectmen  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  into  a  formal  written 
agreement  within  sixty  days  from  this  date  for  and  in  the 
name  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  with  the  present 
owners  or  their  legally  authorized  agents  to  buy  the  West 
Bridgewater  Grange  lot  together  with  all  buildings  and 
improvements  thereon  and  all  personal  property  located  on 
said  premises  belonging  to  the  Grange  Building  Association, 
the  consideration  or  purchase  price  to  be  the  sum  of  seven 
thousand  dollars  ($7,000)  to  be  paid  over  upon  the  convey- 
ance to  the  town  of  a  clear  title  to  said  real  and  personal 
estate,  satisfactory  in  every  respect  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, and  upon  the  settlement  and  fulfilment  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  Selectmen  of  such  minor  matters  as  they 
may  vote  to  incorporate  in  said  agreement  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided; that  the  Selectmen  be  and  are  hereby  further  autho- 
rized, empowered  and  instructed  to  incorporate  in  said 
agreement  such  provisions  as  to  rents,  insurance,  taxes  and 
other  minor  matters  as  may  seem  to  them  just  and  equitable; 
and,  provided  that  the  present  owners  shall  elect  to  accept 
this  offer  and  shall  have  entered  into  an  agreement  in  the 
time  and  manner  here  prescribed,  that  the  sum  of  seven 
thousand  dollars  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  buying  said  property,  and  the  Treasurer  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  borrow  said  sum  of  $7,000  and  to  issue 
the  bonds  of  the  town  therefor,  to  be  denominated,  "West 
Bridgewater  Town  Hall  Loan,  Vote  of  March  13,  1911,"  or 
otherwise  properly  denominated.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed 
by  the  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the 
Selectmen,  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five 
per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  shall  be  dated 
May  first,  1911,  and  shall  be  paid  within  periods  not  exceeding 
eight  years  from  their  date  of  issue,  in  seven  annual  propor- 
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tionate  payments  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  the  first  of 
said  payments  to  be  made  May  first  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  twelve.    (The  vote  was  yes,  80,  no,  0.) 

Voted,  —To  take  up  article  10. 

Voted, — That  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  be  and 
the  same  hereby  is  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  a  water 
supply  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  138  of 
the  Acts  of  1910  as  amended  by  Chapter  27  of  the  Acts  of 
1911,  and  construction  for  the  same  upon  South  Main  and 
Ash  Streets,  and  streets  and  ways  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  or 
upon  any  other  streets  or  ways  in  the  town  to  or  upon  which 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  it 
may  seem  expedient  or  desirable  to  extend  said  water  supply; 
and  that  under  the  authority  of  said  Chapters  the  Town 
Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  said  sum 
of  three  thousand  dollars  and  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  town 
therefor,  to  be  denominated,  "West  Bridgewater  Water 
Loan,  Act  of  1910;  "  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Treas- 
urer and  countersigned  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commission- 
ers, shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  cent, 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  shall  be  dated  March  first, 
1911,  and  shall  be  paid  within  periods  not  exceeding  thirty 
years  from  their  date  of  issue,  in  twenty-five  annual  propor- 
tionate payments  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  each, 
the  first  of  said  payments  to  be  made  March  first  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  fifteen.

ABSTRACT  FROM  CHAPTER  29  OF  REVISED  LAWS 
OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

Sec.  3.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  on  or  before  the 
fifth  day  of  each  month,  report  to  the  clerk  of  each  city  or 
town,  a  correct  list  of  all  children  born  therein  during  the 
preceding  month  at  whose  birth  they  were  present,  stating 
date  and  place  of  each  birth,  name,  if  any,  of  the  child,  sex 
and  color,  and  the  name,  place  of  birth  and  residence  of 
parents,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother,  and  occupation  of 
the  father. 

The  fee  of  the  physician  or  midwife  shall  be  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  A  physician  or  midwife, 
who  neglects  to  report  such  list  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  the  month  shall  for  each  offense  forfeit  not  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth 
in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

The  facts  required  for  record,  as  stated  in  section  3  shall 
so  far  as  known  or  obtainable,  be  included  in  every  notice 
given  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  8.  A  parent,  or  other  person,  who  is  by  section  six 
required  to  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  of  a  birth  or 
death,  who  neglects  to  do  so  for  ten  days  after  the  time  lim- 
ited therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

Sec.  24.  A  city  or  town  clerk  shall  give  written  notice 
of  the  requirements  of  this  chapter  to  any  person  who  neg- 
lects to  comply  therewith,  and  upon  continuance  of  such 
neglect  for  one  month  shall  notify  the  Attorney  General  or 
the  District  Attorney  of  his  District  who  shall  cause  prosecu- 
tion for  the  penalty  or  forfeiture. 

The  Town  Clerk  will  furnish  blanks  for  returns  of  births 
to  parents,  householders,  physicians  and  midwives,  who 
apply  therefor.

The  close  of  the  present  year  finds  the  town  better 
equipped  for  the  maintenance  of  efficient  school  work. 

Our  new  shool  building  erected  upon  the  high,  commodi- 
ous lot  in  the  midst  of  a  growing  section  of  the  town  is  most 
acceptable,  in  as  much  as  it  is  modern  in  construction,  and 
adaptable  to  the  needs  of  pupils  and  teachers. 
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Our  three  practically  new  school  houses  are  valuable 
property,  representing  a  large  expenditure  of  money.  It  is 
the  expressed  opinion  of  a  number  of  interested  citizens  that 
these  buildings  should  be  protected  by  adequate  insurance, 
an  opinion  which  is  earnestly  endorsed  by  members  of  the 
School  Board. 

The  repairs  during  the  year  include  only  such  as  the 
usual  wear  and  tear  of  public  buildings  necessitate. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  to  be  transported 
from  Jerusalem  and  Cochesett  to  the  Centre  called  for  a 
larger  conveyance.  To  meet  this  need  a  barge  was  purchased 
which  will  give  comfortable  shelter  to  all  who  ride  for  sev- 
eral years  it  is  hoped. 

Early  in  the  year  the  School  Board  accepted  with  deep 
regret  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  M.  K.  Crosby,  a  member  whose 
every  effort  was  directed  towards  the  advancement  of  the 
public  schools,  and  whose  thoughtful  service  lent  inspiration 
to  all  connected  with  school  work.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Selectmen  and  School  Committee  Mrs.  George  W.  Alger  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacant  membership. 

The  new  piano  placed  in  the  Grammar  School  Building 
has  proven  a  source  of  profit  and  pleasure,  exerting  an  influ- 
ence for  good  in  many  ways,  and  indirectly  an  incentive  to 
good  scholarship. 

There  are  two  new  names  added  to  our  list  of  excellent 
teachers,  and  we  still  benefit  by  the  valued  assistance  of  our 
Superintendent  in  whose  care  our  schools  were  placed  several 
years  ago.

REPORT  OF  BUILDING  COMMITTEE. 


New  School  House  on  Sunset  Avenue. 


At  the  annual  March  meeting  a  committee  was  chosen  to 
build  a  school  house  in  the  north  district  of  the  town. 

This  committee  consisted  of  the  following  persons: 
Herbert  Holmes,  A.  S.  Lyon,  Orvis  Kinney,  Hervey  Dunham 
and  L.  A.  Tower,  who  was  chosen  chairman. 

The  committee  employed  Mr.  W.  V.  Howard  of  Brockton 
to  draw  plans  for  a  four  room  building.  These  plans  were 
rejected  by  the  town  when  submitted  at  a  special  town  meet- 
ing. 

A  second  set  of  plans  was  drawn  this  time  for  a  two 
room  building,  and  bids  called  for. 
The  bids  were  as  follows:

Review  of  the  Year. 

For  the  year  ending  last  June  the  ranks  of  the  teach- 
ing force  remained  unbroken,  while  during  the  calendar  year 
1911  there  was  but  one  resignation.  Miss  Annie  L.  Danforth 
resigned  in  June,  after  two  years  of  service,  and  Miss  Wood- 
bury was  transferred  from  the  East  school  to  fill  the  vacancy 
thus  occasioned.  Miss  Ellen  M.  O'Neil,  a  graduate  of  the 
Howard  High  School  and  of  Bridgewater  Normal  School,  was 
appointed  to  succeed  Miss  Woodbury.  An  additional  teacher, 
Miss  Minnie  C.  Cole,  a  graduate  of  Hyannis  Normal  School, 
y  was  added  to  our  force  and  assigned  to  the  North  Intermedi- 
ate school. 

The  event  of  chief  interest  the  past  year  was  the  erection 
\   of  the  new  shoolhouse  on  Sunset  avenue.    This  two-room 
building,  modern,  commodious  and  well  adapted  to  our  pres- 
ent needs,  can  readily  be  enlarged  to  a  four-room  structure 
by  duplicating  the  part  already  built.    Enlarging  this  build- 
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ing  is  not  a  remote  probability,  for  the  primary  room  is 
already  filled  to  overflowing,  while  the  intermediate  room  has 
but  ten  vacant  seats.  There  is  a  strong  probability  that  by 
next  September  at  the  latest,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  reopen 
the  old  building  to  care  for  some  of  the  pupils  from  that  end 
of  the  district.  Such  a  step  will  be  justified  also  by  the  neces- 
sity of  occupancy  to  ensure  to^the  town  the  legal  possession 
of  this  property. 

The  buildings  at  the  Centre  still  have  room  to  care  for  any 
normal  increase  that  may  come  during  the  next  few  years, 
especially  in  the  lower  grades.  It  has  been  necessary  recent- 
ly, however,  to  rearrange  some  of  the  classes  to  provide 
room  for  the  seventh  grade  transferred  from  Cochesett, 
where  we  now  have  two  schools  of  but  three  grades  ach. 

The  published  tables  for  the  past  few  years  show  that  . 
our  school  population  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  about  twenty- 
five  pupils  per  year.  Should  this  rate  of  growth  continue, 
the  town  must  face  the  problem  of  providing  additional 
accommodations  at  the  rate  of  two  rooms  every  three  years. 
This  is  a  serious  problem,  but  one  which  the  citizens  should 
face  squarely  and  handle  intelligently  in  the  light  of  all  avail- 
able facts.  Rapid  growth  in  town,  or  city,  necessarily  means 
greatly  increased  appropriations  in  nearly  all  departments. 
The  school  department  feels  this  increase  more,  perhaps,  than 
others,  for  the  school  population  generally,  as  in  our  case, 
increases  more  rapidly  than  the  total  population  of  the  town. 

Reference  to  the  attendance  table  will  show  a  low  record, 
91.23,  as  compared  with  the  records  for  previous  years.  This 
low  record  is  due  in  a  measure  to  a  large  amount  of  sickness 
among  the  pupils  during  the  winter  term.  Contagious  diseas- 
es in  one  form  or  another,  interrupt  the  school  work  with 
more  or  less  regularity  from  year  to  year.  The  state  law, 
guarding  the  health  of  the  pupils,  requires  that  those  who 
have  been  exposed  to  certain  contagious  diseases,  as  well  as 
those  who  have  actually  contracted  them,  be  excluded  from 
school  until  danger  of  carrying  the  diseases  to  others  has 
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passed.  This  very  act  of  safeguarding,  while  it  causes  much 
absence,  prevents  in  a  large  measure  the  spread  of  contagion, 
and  to  that  extent  prevents  a  still  further  lowering  of  attend- 
ance. The  common  cold,  but  little  understood  and  often  neg- 
lected, is  responsible  for  much  of  the  absence.  Highly  con- 
tagious, it  runs  through  a  family  or  a  school,  causing  incon- 
venience and  loss  of  time,  if  not  actually  weakening  the  sys- 
tem and  making  the  victim  more  susceptible  to  the  attacks  of 
other  disease  germs.  Under  the  best  of  conditions  the 
schoolroom,  especially  in  the  older  buildings,  is  but  imper- 
fectly ventilated,  though,  perhaps,  better  off  in  this  respect 
than  some  of  the  homes  from  which  the  pupils  come.  We 
try  to  teach"  the  doctrine  of  fresh  air  as  a  means  of  pre- 
serving health,  but  as  long  as  children  are  crowded  together 
in  the  schoolroom  and  are  not  quarantined  for  colds,  we  must 
expect  a  recurrence  of  the  invasion  every  year  as  cold  weath- 
er sets  in. 

Occasional  absence  for  insufficient  reasons  also  plays  an 
important  part  in  lowering  the  record  of  attendance,  and  is 
in  reality  more  serious  in  its  effect  upon  the  individual  and 
the  school  than  are  longer  periods  of  absence  occasioned  by 
sickness.  Each  absence  makes  the  next  one  easier,  until  the 
pupil  needs  but  the  slightest  excuse  to  keep  him  at  home,  a 
slight  headache,  indisposition,  or  the  desire  to  shirk  some 
lesson  or  task  assigned.  Little  by  little  the  pupil  loses  his 
grip  upon  the  work  of  the  school,  until  at  last  he  is  hopeless- 
ly behind  his  grade  and  repetition  of  the  year  stares  him  in 
the  face.  This  kind  of  absence  is  difficult  to  control,  for  it 
acts  so  insidiously,  strikes  its  roots  so  deep  and  has  its  origin 
in  causes  at  times  difficult  to  understand  or  even  determine. 
Chief  among  these  may  be  mentioned  misunderstandings 
between  teacher  and  pupil,  failure  of  the  school  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  child,  outside  interests,  lack  of  ambition  due 
sometimes  to  a  conviction  that  the  future  has  but  little 
in  store  for  the  child,  street  influence,  and,  most  potent  of 
all,  the  indifference  of  one  or  both  parents.    Parents  and 
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teachers  should  unite  to  protect  the  child  against  these  influ- 
ences, and  especially  that  of  the  street,  which  shows  itself 
in  lack  of  respect  for  elders  and  for  constituted  authority, 
and  ih  habits  and  practices  which  are  positively  injurious  to 
moral  and  physical  health.  Pupils  who  have  been  subjected 
to  this  influence  almost  invariably  stand  low  in  their  classes 
and  are  likely  to  be  a  source  of  trouble  in  school. 

There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tar- 
diness for  the  year,  but  the  average  per  pupil  remains  the 
same  as  for  the  previous  year.  Here  again  the  influence  of 
the  teacher  counts  for  much,  but  she  must  have  the  interest- 
ed assistance  of  the  parents. 

The  tests  for  sight  and  hearing  have  been  made  with  the 
following  results:  Number  of  pupils  examined,  463;  number 
with  defective  vision,  22;  number  with  defective  hearing,  5; 
number  of  parents  notified,  22.  For  information  regarding 
the  general  health  of  the  pupils  you  are  referred  to  the  report 
of  the  medical  inspector,  which  is  incorporated  with  this 
report. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  children  to  enter 
school  next  September  the  compulsory  vaccination  law  is 
again  quoted  in  full:  "  A  child  who  has  not  been  vaccinated 
shall  not  be  admitted  to  a  public  school  except  upon  presen- 
tation of  a  certificate  granted  for  cause  stated  therein,  signed 
by  a  regular  practicing  physician,  that  he  is  not  a  fit  subject 
for  vaccination. ' ' 

The  work  in  music  and  drawing  has  been  conducted  for 
another  year  without  change  of  supervisors.  Recently  my 
attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  the  music  training 
received  in  our  schools  is  meeting  with  the  approval  of  pri- 
vate teachers  to  whom  our  pupils  go  for  piano  lessons.  In 
her  report  to  me  the  music  supervisor  says:  "This  appro- 
val from  piano  teachers  is  very  much  appreciated,  because  it 
proves  that  our  work  is  saving  valuable  time  to  the  chil- 
dren. The  new  piano  in  the  Grammar  school  is  invaluable 
in  preparing  the  children  for  High  school.    Heretofore,  they 


have  had  no  chorus  practice  with  the  piano  accompaniment 
until  they  entered  the  High  school,  and  both  music  work 
and  the  school  were  strange.  It  was  too  late  to  give  them 
careful  drill,  and  they  must  plunge  in,  doing  the  best  they 
could. 

' '  In  the  High  school  a  male  quartette  has  been  started. 
There  is  abundant  ability  for  both  a  boys'  and  a  girls'  glee 
club,  but  the  problem  of  rehearsal  time  for  a  larger  number 
of  singers  has  not  been  solved.  The  quartette  rehearsals 
will  come  at  noon,  just  after  school  is  dismissed,  and  the 
singers  who  live  near  each  other  can  practice  some  during 
the  week." 

For  the  work  in  drawing  you  are  referred  to  the  report  of 
the  drawing  supervisor. 

Course  of  Study  Revised. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  courses  of  study  in 
arithmetic  and  English  were  wholly  rewritten  and  revised. 
Such  revision  is  absolutely  necessary  from  time  to  time  if 
the  schools  are  to  be  kept  in  line  with  the  demands  of  the 
day.  The  work  in  arithmetic  has  been  arranged  under  a 
minimum  requirement  plan  and  has  been  simplified  by  defer- 
ring to  the  upper  grades  subjects  which  were  formerly 
taught  in  the  intermediate  grades,  and  by  eliminating  cer- 
tain other  subjects  which  have  become  obsolete  in  the  busi- 
ness world,  or  for  which  only  the  specialist  would  have  any 
need.  We  are  striving  for  a  saner  treatment  of  the  subject, 
for  greater  facility  in  the  simpler  processes  and  in  handling 
small  numbers,  and  for  greater  accuracy  in  operations. 
For  the  large  majority  of  our  pupils  the  mathematical  puzzle 
has  been  relegated  to  the  past,  where  it  rightfully  belongs, 
while  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  processes  likely  to  be  met 
with  in  every-day  life. 

The  course  in  English  has  been  worked  out  with  consid- 
erable attention  to  detail,  and  here  also  an  attempt  has  been 
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made  to  define  a  minimum  requirement  for  all  the  schools. 
The  study  of  formal  grammar  is  postponed  until  late  in  the 
grades,  while  emphasis  throughout  is  laid  upon  an  ability  to 
express  thought  in  simple  yet  forceful  language. 

The  courses  in  history  and  physiology  are  in  the  process 
of  revision  and  will  undoubtedly  be  ready  before  the  end  of 
the  school  year. 

Age  and  Schooling  Certificates  (Working 
Certificates.) 

It  seems  necessary  to  refer  again  to  the  subject  of  work- 
ing certificates,  a  matter  discussed  at  some  length  in  my  last 
report,  and  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  these  certificates  can- 
not be  issued  to  applicants  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  no 
matter  how  urgently  the  plea  of  necessity  may  be  made. 
This  is  a  matter  in  which  no  discretionary  power  is  given  the 
person  authorized  to  sign  the  certificate,  and  he  must  be  sat- 
isfied as  to  the  applicant's  age  before  the  certificate  can  be 
issued.  The  steps  necessary  to  obtain  the  certificate  are  as 
follows:  Obtain  from  the  teacher,  or  the  superintendent,  an 
employment  ticket  which  must  be  signed  by  the  intending 
employer.  This  ticket  should  then  be  taken  to  the  school 
physician  who  will  sign  it,  provided  the  applicant,  in  the 
opinion  of  said  physician,  is  physically  able  to  perform  the 
work  which  he  intends  to  do.  The  applicant,  accompanied 
by  a  parent,  guardian  or  custodian,  should  then  apply  in  per- 
son to  the  superintendent.  A  certificate  of  birth,  if  obtain- 
able, should  be  presented  to  satisfy  any  question  that  may 
arise  in  regard  to  the  applicant's  age. 

Howard  High  School. 

The  school  began  the  year  in  September  with  an  enrol- 
ment of  53  pupils,  an  increase  of  ten  pupils  or  23  per  cent, 
over  the  enrolment  of  last  year.    The  indications  at  present 


are  that  there  will  be  a  large  class  to  enter  the  school  next 
September.  This  fact,  coupled  with  the  fact  of  a  small  class 
to  graduate  in  June,  means  that  the  school  will  probably  enrol 
more  than  seventy  pupils  next  year.  Such  rapid  increase  in 
membership  is  very  unusual  and  gives  rise  to  problems  of  ad- 
ministration and  control  that  demand  serious  consideration. 
Next  year  we  shall  need  an  additional  room  to  be  used  as  a 
study  hall  and  recitation  room  combined.  The  room  formerly 
occupied  by  the  public  library  will  be  sufficient  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

Important  changes  have  been  made  in  the  course  of 
study  by  extending  the  diploma  credits  to  music  and  draw- 
ing, and  in  extending  the  commercial  work  so  as  to  include 
Commercial  Law  and  Advanced  Bookkeeping.  At  the  same 
time  we  have  raised  the  requirements  for  graduation  so  that 
in  the  future  68  points  will  be  required. 

The  plans  for  our  commercial  work  have  thus  far  been 
only  tentative  and  experimental,  looking  forward  to  the  time 
when  a  complete  business  course,  including  typewriting  and 
stenography,  shall  be  offered  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  our 
town.  The  time  has  now  arrived  for  the  introduction  of 
such  a  course,  and  it  is  my  recommendation  that  before  next 
September  a  room  shall  be  equipped  for  this  purpose.  In 
order  to  justify  such  an  expenditure  of  money  for  equipment 
and  teaching,  the  course  must  be  made  sufficiently  exacting 
in  its  requirements  to  commend  its  graduates  to  the  business 
world.  It  should  be  open  only  to  such  pupils  as  are  willing 
to  make  the  effort  necessary  to  become  successful  stenograph- 
ers and  bookkeepers,  and  none  should  be  graduated  from  it 
but  those  whom  we  can  recommend  as  competent  and  likely 
to  succeed.  It  should  not  be,  as  business  courses  sometimes 
are,  a  refuge  for  the  lazy  pupil  who  hopes  to  graduate  with 
the  minimum  amount  of  effort. 

In  the  past  our  boys  and  girls  have  been  obliged  to  seek 
their  commercial  training  in  outside  schools,  at  a  considerable 
expense  for  tuition  and  carfares.    In  consequence  of  this 
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expense  a  business  training  has  been  denied  to  some  of  the 
brightest  and  most  promising  grauduates  of  our  Grammar 
school.  As  long  as  the  High  school  remained  small  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  likely  to  desire  a  commercial  course  was  not 
large  enough  to  justify  the  cost  of  equipment  and  teachers 
for  this  specialized  line  of  work.  Conditions  have  changed 
within  a  year  or  two,  so  that  now  we  feel  justified  in  making 
the  above  recommendation  as  an  act  of  justice  to  the  many 
patrons  of  the  school,  who  should  not  be  obliged  to  send  their 
children  out  of  town  to  obtain  the  education  necessary  to  fit 
them  for  a  successful  entry  to  the  world  of  business. 

Report  of  the  Supervisor  op  Drawing. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  West  Bridgewater,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir:— The  same  plan  of  work  has  been  followed  this 
year  as  last  year.  I  have  met  the  teachers  each  month  at 
the  Center  Grammar  school,  planned  the  lessons  with  them 
for  the  coming  month  and  examined  the  drawings  made  by 
the  children  since  my  former  visit.  The  work  has  been  very 
satisfactory  from  the  different  schools  and  has  given  evidence 
of  interest  and  enthusiasm  by  the  pupils  and  teachers. 

It  has  been  my  intention  to  plan  a  course  in  drawing 
which  would  be  simple  and  practicable  to  the  needs  of  every 
day  life.  There  is  nothing  so  essential  to  the  success  of  the 
subject  as  to  develop  early  in  the  mind  of  the  pupil  the  belief 
that  he  can  draw.  Therefore,  a  large  part  of  the  course 
planned  for  the  younger  children  is  of  an  illustrative  charac- 
ter and  of  a  vital  interest  to  the  child.  In  picturing  his 
games  and  plays  he  is  slowly  but  surely  developing  his  skill 
in  drawing  and  becoming  accustomed  to  using  it  as  a  means 
of  daily  expression,  as  in  talking  and  writing. 

At  Christmas  time  we  gave  the  girls  in  the  upper  grades 
a  simple  problem  in  stencilling  a  sofa  pillow.  This  was  an 
excellent  beginning  of  a  kind  of  work  we  need,  in  our  schools. 
I  would  like  to  do  more  of  this,  such  as  stencilliing  table 
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scarfs,  sash  curtains,  table  mats  and  sewing  bags  if  the 
material  could  be  purchased  by  the  girls.  I  would  also  like 
to  plan  a  more  extended  course,  than  we  give,  in  mechanical 
drawing  for  the  ninth  grade  boys;  so  arranged  that  they  colud 
work  independently  of  each  other  and  at  such  time  as  they 
may  have  at  their  disposal,  in  school  and  out.  The  total  cost 
to  each  pupil  for  equipment  and  material  need  not  be  over 
two  dollars.  I  believe  if  each  boy  bought  his  own  equipment 
he  would  take  a  more  personal  interest  and  pride  in  the  sub- 
ject and  in  his  work  than  if  it  was  purchased  by  the  town. 
The  course  would  begin  with  simple  geometric  problems  and 
lead  to  the  larger  pand  more  serious  problems  of  machine 
drawing.  It  would  be  of  such  a  nature  that  boys  who  do  not 
later  attend  a  high  school  where  mechanical  drawing  is 
taught,  could  go  on  with  the  subject,  if  interested,  by  them- 
selves. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  and  the  teachers  for  your  cordial 
support  during  the  year.

One  hundred  fifty-eight  scholars  were  affilicted  with  ail- 
ments of  the  nose  and  throat,  and  123  with  badly  decayed 
teeth,  over  two-thirds  of  the  total  number  of  diseased  condi- 
tions found. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  communicable  diseases 
which  these  conditions  engender  the  state  passed  the  law 
compelling  the  use  of  individual  drinking  cups,  a  very  wise 
law  indeed.  The  presence  of  adenoids  destroys  the  beauty  of 
the  voice.  To  have  adenoids  is  to  be  unable  either  to  sing, 
or  speak  correctly,  and  even  the  expression  of  the  face  is 
changed. 
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It  was  pleasing  to  find  that  103  children  have  had  their 
teeth  well  attended  to  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  one  case  of  the  dread  disease  anterior 
paliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  which  happily  recovered. 
Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  the  usual  epidemics  of 
measles,  mumps  and  whooping  cough  have  occurred.  Not- 
withstanding, throughout  the  year  the  general  health  of  the 
pupils  has  been  above  the  average. 

I  wish  to  express  rny  thanks  to  all  connected  with  the 
schools  for  the  courtesies  and  assistance  extended  me.

cent.,  one-half  credit  extra;  90  per  cent,  to  95  per  cent, 
three-fourths  credit  extra;  95  per  cent,  to  100  per  cent,  one 
credit  extra. 

A  further  credit  can  be  earned  each  year  by  business- 
like methods  and  strict  attention  to  the  demands  of  the 
school.

Auditor's  Report. 


Having  completed  the  audit  of  1912  accounts  I  would 
submit  the  following  report: 

The  Treasurer's  accounts  show  receipts  duly  recorded 
and  payments  properly  vouched.  Bank  books  and  check  re- 
cords were  examined  and  balances  verified.  According  to 
vote  of  the  town,  funds  of  the  water  department  are  banked 
separately,  which  simplifies  checking. 

The  accounts  of  the  Selectmen,  Water  Commission,  and 
the  Library  Treasurer  have  been  audited,  together  with  all 
original  invoices  for  which  orders  were  drawn  on  the  Treas- 
urer. 

Much  time  was  spent  on  the  accounts  of  the  Collector. 
His  accounts  of  collections,  abatements  and  balance  uncol- 
lected of  taxes  for  1910,  1911,  and  1912  have  been  made  to 
agree  absolutely  with  the  list  committed  by  the  Assessors. 
It  was  necessary  to  check  very  nearly  all  the  collections  for 
the  three  years. 

The  commitment  and  collection  of  water  rates  for  the 
four  quarters  of  the  past  year  were  proved  in  like  manner. 

In  order  to  show  that  there  is  real  need  for  a  real  audit, 
would  state  that  errors  were  noted  in  commitment  of  taxes 
for  1910;  collection  of  taxes  1910,  1911,  1912;  commitment  of 
water  rates,  collection  of  water  rates;  Treasurer's  account; 
almshouse  milk  account,  and  in  original  paid  bills  on  file. 
The  total  amount  of  changes  was  more  than  one  hundred 
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dollars.  Last  year's  audit  shows  changes  in  1911  accounts  of 
about  twenty-five  dollars. 

Would  recommend  that  two  auditors  be  chosen  hereafter 
and  that  they  be  instructed  to  audit  and  balance  the  accounts 
of  the  Collector  and  Treasurer  at  least  bi-monthly.

ABSTRACT  FROM  CHAPTER  99  OF  THE  REVISED 
LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

Sec.  3.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which 
they  were  in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  notice 'stat- 
ing the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number 
if  any,  color,  and  the  family  name.  They  shall  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  report  of  the 
birth,  stating  the  date  and  place,  the  name,  if  any,  of  the 
child,  its  sex  and  color,  and  the  names,  ages,  places  of  birth, 
occupations  and  residences  of  the  parents,  giving  the  street 
number,  if  there  be  any,  and  the  number  of  the  ward  in  a 
city,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother,  if  the  full  return  is  not 
made  within  the  forty-eight  hours. 

The  fee  of  the  physician  or  midwife  shall  be  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  birth  so  reported,  a  physician  or  midwife  who 
neglects  to  report  each  birth  within  forty-eight  hours  or  fif- 
teen days  thereafter,  shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth 
in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

The  facts  required  for  record,  as  stated  in  section  3  shall 
so  far  as  known  or  obtainable,  be  included  in  every  notice 
given  under  the  provision  of  this  section. 

Sec.  8.  A  parent,  or  other  persons,  who  by  section  6 
is  required  to  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  of  a  birth  or 
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death,  who  neglects  to  do  so  for  ten  days  after  the  time  lim- 
ited therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five  dollars  for  each 
ofience. 

Sec.  24.  The  Town  Clerk  will  furnish  blanks  for  returns 
of  births  to  parents,  householders,  physicians  and  midwives 
who  apply  therefor.

The  district  which  has  hitherto  included  three  towns  will  now 
embrace  the  towns  of  East  Bridgewater  and  West  Bridge- 
water  only. 

This  good  fortune  gives  to  us  a  larger  share  of  the  time 
and  attention  of  our  valued  Superintendent,  and  at  once 
enables  him  to  be  in  closer  touch  with  the  work  of  each  pupil, 
benefiting  the  teachers  as  well  through  his  greater  opportun- 
ity for  advice  and  support. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  features  of  the  school  work 
of  the  year  has  been  the  graduation  of  thirty-nine  pupils  from 
the  Grammar  School,  all  well  prepared  to  take  up  High 
School  work. 

The  number  of  our  school  children  is  constantly  increas- 
ing. Another  year  will  show  few,  if  any,  vacant  seats  in 
our  school  rooms,  a  fact  that  not  only  emphasizes  the  con- 
tinuous growth  of  our  town,  but  admonishes  us  to  prepare  to 
meet  its  future  necessities,  particularly  in  the  way  of  school 
facilities. 

The  numerous  repairs  made  throughout  the  year  parti- 
cularly those  at  the  Sunset  Avenue  and  Cochesett  School 
houses  were  deemed  of  great  importance  in  protecting  the 
health  and  well-being  of  the  pupils. 

Our  teachers  are  working  faithfully  to  elevate  the  char- 
acter of  school  effort,  hoping  with  the  aid  of  parents  and 
good  home  influences  to  graduate  pupils  who  will  become 
good  citizens.

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During  the  calendar  year  just  closed  there  has  been  three 
resignations  from  the  teaching  force,  only  one  of  which  took 
effect  during  term  time.  Four  new  teachers  have  been  ap- 
pointed to  the  force,  making  a  gain  of  one  over  the  number 
in  service  one  year  ago.  The  details  of  these  changes  will  be 
found  in  Appendix  A. 

Again  it  is  necessary  to  report  an  increase  in  member- 
ship and  to  call  attention  to  the  pressing  need  for  additional 
school  accommodations.  The  average  membership  for  the 
school  year  ending  last  .June  is  thirty-six  greater  than  that 
reported  one  year  ago,  and  the  enrolment  for  the  present 
month  shows  a  gain  over  that  reported  for  January,  1912. 
Looking  forward  to  conditions  as  they  are  likely  to  exist  next 
September,  there  seems  to  be  every  reason  to  believe  that 
some  of  our  rooms  will  be  overcrowded.  The  Sunset  avenue 
school,  even  with  the  relief  afforded  by  opening  the  old  North 
school  last  spring,  has  at  present  but  seven  sittings  unoccu- 
pied. The  increase  in  population  that  is  sure  to  come  to  the 
north  end  of  the  town  during  the  next  seven  months  will  se- 
riously tax  its  school  accommodations.  The  situation  at  the 
Center  will  be  just  as  grave  as  at  the  North,  especially  in 
grades  six  to  nine.  We  hope,  however,  to  get  through  the 
present  fiscal  year  without  asking  for  a  new  building.  Every 
effort  will  be  made  by  the  school  authorities  to  this  end  ;  but 
action  should  not  be  postponed  later  than  the  spring  of  1914. 

Since  September  we  have  been  endeavoring  to  secure 
more  regular  attendance  by  awarding  certificates  each  school 
month  to  those  pupils  who  have  been  neither  absent  nor  tar 
dy  for  the  given  month.  At  the  end  of  the  school  year  it  is 
our  intention  to  give  larger  and  more  attractive  certificates 
to  such  pupils  as  have  earned  seven  of  the  smaller  certifi- 
cates. Whatever  may  be  said  against  this  form  of  recogniz- 
ing efforts  to  acquire  habits  of  regularity  and  punctuality, 
there  is  much  to  be  said  in  its  favor.  The  children  are  cer- 
tainly interested,  and  we  are  seeing  results.    The  danger  of 
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over  stimulation  is  lessened  by  the  fact  that  though  a  pupil 
may  be  absent  one  or  more  days  during  one  month,  he  still  has 
a  chance  for  winning  the  larger  certificate,  provided  absence 
occurs  in  not  more  than  two  of  the  nine  and  one-half  school 
months,  and  his  record  is  correspondingly  free  from  tardy 
marks. 

The  annual  tests  for  defective  sight  and  hearing  have 
been  made  with  the  following  results  :  *  Number  of  pupils  ex- 
amined, 440  ;  number  with  defective  vision,  26  ;  number  with 
defective  hearing,  3  ;  number  of  parents  notified,  26.  The 
report  of  the  Medical  Inspector  is  incorporated  with  this  re- 
port and  will  be  found  on  a  subsequent  page. 

The  compulsory  vaccination  law  is  again  quoted  in  full 
for  the  benefit  of  parents  having  children  to  enter  school  next 
September.  "  A  child  who  has  not  been  vaccinated  shall  not 
be  admitted  to  a  public  school  except  upon  presentation  of  a 
certificate  granted  for  cause  stated  therein,  signed  by  a  reg- 
ular practising  physician,  that  he  is  not  a  fit  subject  for  vac- 
cination/ '  This  is  not  a  local  ordinance  as  some  suppose, 
but  a  state  law,  and  its  enforcement  is  a  matter  of  necessity 
and  not  of  local  option. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  an  important  change 
in  the  method  of  keeping  school  records  in  the  grades  below 
the  High  school.  A  so-called  ' '  life  card ' '  is  kept  at  the 
school  for  each  pupil  with  a  duplicate  card  for  the  office  file. 
These  cards  record  such  information  as  the  name  of  the  pupil 
and  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  the  certified  date  of  birth,  and 
the  facts  in  regard  to  vaccination,  health,  conduct,  scholar- 
ship and  regularity  of  attendance.  This  card  with  its  dupli- 
cate office  card,  is  filled  in  once  each  year,  or  oftener  in  case 
of  transfer,  and  becomes  a  valuable  record  of  the  entire 
school  life  of  the  pupil.  The  record  will  give  successive 
teachers  such  information  as  should  be  in  their  possession 
before  taking  a  new  class,  will  be  a  guide  in  cases  of  doubtful 
promotion  and  will  simplify  the  process  of  issuing  age  and 
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schooling  certificates  to  boys  and  girls  who  may  wish  to  go 
to  work.  Much  time  has  been  lost  in  the  past  and  inconven- 
venienc  occasioned  by  uncertainty  as  to  the  real  age  of  the 
pupils.  This  inconvenience  is  practically  a  thing  of  the  past,  ^ 
as  we  now  have  a  record  of  the  certified  date  of  birth  of 
nearly  every  school  child  in  town,  whether  born  here  or  else- 
where. The  task  of  collecting  this  information  has  taxed 
our  teachers  heavily  fche  past  few  months,  but  they  have 
done  their  part  cheerfully  and  well.  In  the  future,  parents 
will  be  expected  to  furnish  the  desired  information  as  their 
children  enter  school  for  the  first  time.  Town  reports  giving 
the  date  of  birth,  town  clerk's  certificates,  baptismal  records 
and  passports  will  all  be  accepted  as  sufficient  evidence  of 
the  correct  date  of  birth. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  attempted  to  make  our 
schools  serve  the  needs  of  the  community  more  fully  by  in- 
troducing a  course  in  practical  arts.  Under  this  designation 
may  be  included  a  wide  range  of  useful  occupation  such  as 
sewing,  the  care  and  repair  of  articles  of  furniture  and  house- 
hold belongings,  glazing,  varnishing,  cane-seating,  etc.,  etc. 
Definite  time  has  been  set  apart  for  this  course,  and  each 
teacher  has  developed  it  according  to  her  ability  and  oppor- 
tunity. Pupils  of  the  ninth  grade  have  repaired  and  cared 
for  the  electric  bell  system  ;  in  another  grade  panes  of  glass 
have  been  set  by  the  pupils  ;  in  another,  the  elements  of 
good  housekeeping  have  been  taught.  Our  pupils  have  been 
made  to  feel  an  interest  in,  and  a  responsibility  for,  keeping 
school  property  in  good  condition.  Special  reference  should 
be  made  to  the  pupils  of  the  present  eighth  grade  who  have 
raised  enough  money  to  purchase  two  manual  training 
benches  and  tools  for  equipping  the  same.  These  benches 
have  been  installed  in  one  of  the  hallways  and  are  a  center 
of  interest  to  the  boys  of  the  grade.  The  work  is  under  the 
direction  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drawing,  to  whose  report  you 
are  referred. 


Our  work  in  history  for  the  grades  has  been  materially 
enriched  this  year  by  adopting  the  course  outlined  in  the  fa- 
mous report  made  to  the  American  Historical  Association  by 
the  so-called  Committee  of  Eight.  A  foundation  for  subse- 
quent study  is  laid  in  the  first  four  grades  by  the  study  of 
primitive  life  and  the  historical  background  of  certain  public 
holidays  ;  some  attention  is  also  given  to  the  heroes  of  other 
times  and  countries  than  our  own.  In  grades  five  and  six 
we  cover  the  whole  field  of  American  history  in  a  simple 
manner,  making  the  work  largely  biographical  in  character. 
The  time  of  grade  seven  is  devoted  to  an  elementary  study 
of  ancient  and  European  history  as  a  background  for  the 
deeper  and  broader  study  of  American  history  in  grades 
eight  and  nine.

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  above  table,  as  it  pre- 
sents in  a  concise  form  important  information  in  regard  to 
school  finances  since  the  year  1901.  From  the  table  we  learn 
that  while  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town  has  increased 
only  45  per  cent.,  the  cost  for  support  of  schools  has  in- 
creased 95  per  cent,  during  the  period  under  consideration. 


This  fact  is  shown  in  another  form  in  column  five,  where  we 
have  given  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  and  spent  on 
each  thousand  dollars  of  assessed  valuation  for  support  of 
of  schools.  In  1901  this  sum  was  $4.92,  fluctuating  until  the 
year  1906,  since  which  time  it  has  steadily  increased  until 
the  present  year  when  it  has  begun  to  drop  again.  The  crest 
of  the  wave  seemed  to  be  reached  in  1911,  when  this  sum  was 
$6.96. 

As  explained  in  my  last  report,  this  condition  is  unavoid- 
able in  a  rapidly  growing  town,  especially  if  the  physical 
growth  consists  largely  of  dwelling  houses  as  is  the  case  in 
West  Bridgewater.  In  other  words,  our  school  population 
has  increased  much  more  rapidly  than  has  the  assessed  val- 
uation. Furthermore,  the  meaning  of  the  word  support' ' 
has  broadened  during  these  years  so  that  now  it  includes  all 
school  expenses  except  new  buildings  and  new  furniture.  A 
considerable  proportion  of  the  increased  cost  of  the  past  few 
years  is  due  to  necessary  increases  in  teachers'  salaries  and 
to  the  employment  of  several  additional  teachers. 

Howard  High  School. 

The  school  opened  in  September  with  an  enrolment  of 
seventy-seven  pupils,  twenty-eight  more  than  enrolled  in  Sep- 
tember, 1911.  Present  indications  point  to  an  enrolment  of 
nearly  ninety  pupils  next  fall,  all  of  whom  we  can  care  for 
easily  with  the  help  of  the  additional  room  that  has  become 
available  for  use  this  year. 

The  commercial  department  has  been  extended  the  past 
year  by  the  addition  of  shorthand,  typewriting  and  penman- 
ship, and  the  employment  of  a  special  teacher  for  these  sub- 
jects. This  attempt  at  serving  more  completely  the  needs  of 
the  community  is  meeting  the  approval  of  those  who  have  in 
mind  a  business  training  for  their  children.  The  success  of 
our  new  enterprise  will  depend  in  a  large  measure  upon  the 
willingness  of  pupils  to  devote  to  these  subjects  the  neces- 
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sary  time  and  work,  and  upon  the  encouragement  they  re- 
ceive at  home. 

Pupils  in  the  shorthand  course  will  be  given  practice  un- 
der actual  office  conditions  and  will  not  be  graduated  with  the 
stamp  of  our  approval  and  recommendation  until  they  have 
attained  a  reasonable  degree  of  efficiency.  A  further  require- 
ment for  our  approval  is  a  highly  developed  sense  of  respon- 
sibility in  meeting  the  obligations  of  routine  office  work. 
The  virtues  of  punctuality,  cheerfulness,  reliability  and  tact 
must  be  cultivated  and  reflected  in  the  performance  of  school 
duties  before  we  can  be  satisfied  that  these  same  qualities  so 
essential  in  the  trained  stenographer,  will  become  a  part  of 
his  everyday  life  in  the  business  world. 

Positions  of  trust  and  importance  today  demand,  in  ad- 
dition to  stenography  and  typewriting,  the  broadest  general 
education  available.  Hence  we  insist  that  graduates  from 
this  department  shall  have  the  equivalent  of  a  thorough, 
all-around  high  school  education.  We  feel  that  such  pupils 
can  be  recommended  to  the  business  man  with  a  reasonable 
assurance  that  they  will  attain  a  satisfactory  degree  of 
success. 

Beginning  with  next  September  we  should  employ  our 
shorthand  teacher  on  full  time,  a  step  that  will  be  rendered 
necessary  by  additional  work  in  this  department.  It  can  be 
justified  by  the  probable  increase  in  the  enrolment  of  the 
school  and  by  the  fact  that  more  satisfactory  progress  can 
be  made  by  the  pupils. 

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools:— 

During  the  past  year  I  have  had  a  better  opportunity 
than  formerly  to  visit  the  different  schools  and  to  give  some 
of  the  lessons.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  become  acquaint- 
ed with  the  pupils,  and  the  drawing  in  the  different  schools 


has  been  very  satisfactory,  especially  the  nature  painting  and 

object  drawing  in  the  upper  grades. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  creditable  booklets  writ- 
ten and  illustrated  in  the  Ninth  Grade  on  the  study  of  Color 
Harmony. 

Whittling  by  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  Sixth  and  Seventh 
Grades  is  a  new  departure.  Various  models  that  could  be 
made  from  thin  wood  have  been  provided  and  the  children 
have  taken  hold  with  much  interest  and  are  doing  well. 

The  Eighth  Grade  pupils  are  entitled  to  commendation 
for  buying  two  sloyd  benches  with  carpenter's  tools.  It  is 
planned  to  instruct  them  in  the  proper*  use  of  the  tools  and 
give  them  an  opportunity  to  make  a  number  of  things  of 
simple  construction  from  thin  wood. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  you  and  the  teachers  for 
your  interest  and  help  during  the  year.

Fifty-one  notices  were  sent  to  parents  or  guardians  to 
secure  competent  medical  advice  for  treatment  of  adenoids 
and  enlarged  tonsils.  Twenty-two  children  have  had  their 
tonsils  and  adenoids  removed,  a  material  gain  over  last  year. 
These  children,  after  operation,  soon  show  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  their  school  work.    Dullness  and  inability  to  keep 
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up  with  others  in  their  studies  is  often  caused  by  these  ail- 
ments. 

As  three  children  attending  the  Sunset  Avenue  School 
were  afflicted  with  diphtheria,  the  school  building  was  closed 
and  thoroughly  fumigated.  Alterations  were  also  made  at 
the  time  for  the  betterment  of  its  sanitary  conditions. 

The  usual  epidemics  of  children's  diseases  have  been  less 
prevalent  during  the  year  and  the  general  attendance  better. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  connected  with  the 
schools  for  the  courtesies  and  assistance  extended  me  in  the 
work.

Report  of  the  Auditors. 


We  have  audited  and  approved  the  accounts,  bills  and 
vouchers  of  all  town  officers  having  the  receipt,  custody  or 
expenditure  of  money. 

Collections  of  taxes  and  water  rates  were  carefully 
checked  and  made  to  agree  with  the  committments. 

An  entirely  new  matter  in  respect  to  our  duty  as  town 
auditors  has  come  up,  and  we  consider  it  of  sufficient  import- 
ance to  warrant  the  use  of  the  necessary  space  to  present  it 
in  this  report.  The  following  statute  has  been  in  effect  since 
May  9,  1904: 

Chapter  322.   Acts  of  1904. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  auditing  of  Certain  Trust 
Funds  and  Accounts.    Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows:— 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  city  and  town  auditors, 
at  least  once  every  year,  and  so  much  oftener  as  they  may 
deem  it  necessary,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  trustees  of 
any  property  the  principal  or  income  of  which,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  was  bequeathed  or  given  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of 
the  city  or  town  or  of  any  part  thereof,  or  for  the  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  city  or  town  or  of  any  part  thereof, 
and  to  examine  and  estimate  the  funds,  securities  and  evi- 
dences of  property  held  by  such  trustees. 

City  and  town  auditors  shall  include  in  their  annual  re- 
ports a  report  of  such  auditing  and  investigation,  and  if  they 
discover  any  fraud  or  irregularity,  they  shall  immediately 
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report  the  same  to  the  mayor  and  treasurer  of  the  city  or  to 
the  selectmen  and  treasurer  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  designated 
in  Section  one  hereof  to  give  city  and  town  auditors  free  ac- 
cess to  their  accounts,  funds,  securities,  and  evidences  of 
property:  and  any  such  trustee  who  refuses  to  exhibit  his 
trust  accounts,  funds,  securities  and  evidences  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  This  Act  shall  be  construed  as  applying  only  to 
property  held  in  trust  for  public  uses. 

Sec.  4.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  May  9th,  1904. 

We  have  consulted  Mr.  Chas.  F.  Gettemy,  Director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  at  the  state  house,  both  in  person 
and  through  the  mail,  with  regard  to  the  application  of  the 
above  provision  to  the  school  and  lecture  funds  administered 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Howard  Funds.  The  following  is  the 
closing  sentence  of  his  letter  of  the  19th  inst. :  ''That  a  fund 
of  the  character  of  the  Howard  Fund  belongs  to  the  class 
of  funds  which  it  was  the  intent  of  the  statute  last  quoted  to 
provide  should  be  audited  by  the  town  auditors  appears  to 
me  clear,  and  the  language  of  the  act  in  question  further- 
more seems  to  make  it  mandatory  upon  the  town  auditors  to 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  trustees  of  the  fund." 

In  accordance  with  this  decision  we  have  laid  the  matter 
before  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Howard  Funds  with 
copies  of  correspondence,  and  requested  an  opportunity  to 
audit  their  accounts  in  time  to  report  thereon  at  the  annual 
business  meeting.

Report  of  the  Librarian. 


The  Libray  has  accomplished  a  good  year's  work,  having 
a  more  extensive  circulation  than  in  former  years;  there  be- 
ing 250  subscribers,  43  having  been  added  since  Sept.  1st. 
The  work  of  Library  extension  has  been  tried  and  has  proved 
successful.  The  reading  room,  always  open  to  Grammar 
School  pupils  on  Wednesday  noon  is  well  patronized.  One  set 
of  reference  works  used  principally  by  the  children  is  in  con- 
stant circulation  and  the  magazine  circulation  has  shown  a 
decided  increase.

"West  Bridgewater  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1910.' '  Said  bonds 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the 
Water  Commissioners,  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
shall  be  dated  April  1st,  1913,  and  shall  be  paid  within 
periods  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  their  date  of  issue, 
in  twenty-five  proportionate  annual  payments  of  $200  each, 
the  first  of  said  payments  to  be  made  April  1st,  in  the  year 
1918.

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tion  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  it  may  seem  expe- 
dient or  desirable  to  extend  such  water  supply;  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  said  chapter  the  Town  Treasurer  be,  and  he 
hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $1000,00  and  to 
issue  the  bonds  of  the  town  therefor,  to  be  denominated 
"West  Bridgewater  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1910/ '  said  bonds 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the 
Water  Commissioners,  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  ex-

ABSTRACT  FROM  CHAPTER  99  OP  THE  REVISED 
LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

Sec.  3.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which 
they  were  in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  notice  stat- 
ing the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number 
if  any,  color  and  the  family  name.  They  shall  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  report  of  the 
birth,  stating  the  date  and  place,  the  name,  if  any,  of  the 
child,  its  sex  and  color,  and  the  names,  ages,  places  of  birth, 
occupations  and  residences  of  the  parents,  giving  the  street 
number,  if  there  be  any,  and  the  number  of  the  ward  in  a 
city,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother,  if  the  full  return  is  not 
made  within  the  forty-eight  hours. 

The  fee  of  the  physician  or  midwife  shall  be  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  A  physician  or  midwife  who 
neglects  to  report  each  birth  within  forty-eight  hours  or  fif- 
teen days  thereafter,  shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth 
in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

The  facts  required  for  record,  as  stated  in  section  3  shall 
so  far  as  known  or  obtainable,  be  included  in  every  notice 
given  under  the  provision  of  this  section. 

Sec.  8.  A  parent,  or  other  persons,  who  by  section  6 
is  required  to  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  of  a  birth  or 
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death,  who  neglects  to  do  so  for  ten  days  after  the  time  lim- 
ited therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

Sec.  24.  The  town  clerk  will  furnish  blanks  for  returns 
of  births  to  parents,  householders,  physicians  and  mid  wives 
who  apply  therefor. 


By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater. 

Adopted  March  10,  1913,  and  Approved 
by  the  Attorney-General,  March  27,  1913. 


ARTICLE  I. 

TOWN  MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.  Notice  of  every  town  meeting  shall  be  given  by 
posting  attested  copies  of  the  warrant  for  the  meeting  in  not 
less  than  seven  conspicuous  places  in  the  town  at  least  seven 
days  before  the  day  on  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  in  March  in  each  year  for  the  election  of  such 
officers  and  the  determination  of  such  matters  as  by  law  are 
required  to  be  elected  or  determined  by  ballot;  and  all  other 
business  shall  be  considered  by  adjournment  to  the  second 
Monday  in  March  at  7.30  p.  m. 

Sec.  3.  No  vote  shall  be  passed  at  a  town  meeting,  ap- 
propriating more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  unless  there 
shall  be  present,  at  least,  fifty  legal  voters  of  the  town. 

ARTICLE  II. 

DUTIES  OF  TOWN  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  1.  The  reports  of  all  boards,  committees,  or  officers, 
which  are  to  be  published  in  the  printed  annual  report  of  the 
town,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Selectmen  as  soon  after  the 
1st  day  of  January  as  possible,  but  not  later  than  January 
fifteenth. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Selectmen,  and  Water  Commissioners  shall 
cause  to  be  posted  in  some  conspicuous  place  at  the  Town 
Hall  a  notice  of  the  times  and  places  of  their  respective  regu- 
lar meetings. 

Sec.  3.  The  Town  Clerk  and  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
Collector  shall  cause  to  be  posted  in  some  conspicuous  place 
at  the  Town  Hall  a  notice  of  the  hours  during  which  their 
respective  offices  will  be  open. 

ARTICLE  III. 

FINANCIAL. 

Sec.  1.  The  fiscal  year  shall  begin  with  the  first  day  of 
January  in  each  year  and  shall  end  with  the  last  day  of 
December,  and  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  for 
the  then  current  fiscal  year. 

Sec.  2.  No  money  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  except 
for  state  and  county  taxes,  for  notes  and  interest  thereon,  and 
for  costs  in  criminal  cases,  without  a  warrant  or  order  there- 
for signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen;  except  that  the 
Water  Commissioners  shall  have  authority  to  draw  orders 
upon  the  Treasurer  for  expenditures  in  their  department. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  the  account  of  an  appropriation  made 
for  any  purpose,  other  than  for  a  special  purpose  for  which 
the  work  has  not  been  completed,  shows  at  the  end  of  the  fis- 
cal year  a  balance  unexpended,  such  balance  shall,  except  in 
the  case  of  the  Water  Department,  revert  to  the  Treasury  as 
unappropriated  funds.  If  the  amounts  appropriated  for  a 
specific  work  exceed  the  cost  of  such  work  and  all  expenses 
and  liabilities  incidental  thereto,  the  balance  of  such  appro- 
priation shall,  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such 
work  is  completed,  revert  to  the  Treasury  as  unappropriated 
funds. 

Sec.  4.  The  head  of  every  department,  board  or  com- 
mittee authorized  to  expend  money  shall,  at  the  close  of  the 
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fiscal  year,  furnish  the  Treasurer,  for  incorporation  in  his 
annual  report,  a  list  of  all  outstanding  liabilities  of  such  de- 
partment, board  or  committee,  showing  to  whom  the  same 
are  due,  for  what  due,  and  the  amounts  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  Funds  given  the  Town,  in  trust  or  otherwise, 
for  specific  purposes  shall  not  be  mingled  with  other  funds  of 
the  Town  but  shall  be  kept  and  invested  separately,  and  used 
only  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  gifts. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SELECTMEN. 

Sec.  1.  The  Selectmen  shall  exercise  a  general  supervi- 
sion over  all  matters  affecting  the  interests  or  welfare  of  the 
town. 

Sec.  2.  The  Selectmen  shall  cause  the  appearance  and 
answer  of  the  town  to  be  entered  and  made  in  all  suits 
brought  against  the  town  at  law  or  in  equity,  and  the  inter- 
ests of  the  town  to  be  defended  therein.  They  shall  consider 
all  claims  made  against  the  town  for  damages,  or  breach  of 
contract,  and  may,  with  the  advice  of  counsel,  settle  the 
same,  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  a  settlement  be  so  made 
by  a  payment  of  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  without  au- 
thority from  the  town. 

Sec.  3.  All  conveyances  under  seal  which  may  hereafter 
be  executed  by  the  town,  pursuant  to  a  vote  of  the  town  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  sealed  with  the  town  seal  and  subscribed 
by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  time  being, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  town. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  see  that 
every  conveyance  to  the  town  of  any  interest  in  land  is  pro- 
perly recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

Sec.  5.  The  Selectmen  shall,  in  their  annual  report,  un- 
less such  information  is  contained  in  other  reports  to  be  pub- 
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lished  in  the  Annual  Town  Report,  state  in  detail  what  action 
they  have  taken  in  the  year  preceding  whether  as  Selectmen 
or  as  Overseers  of  the  Poor.  They  shall  state  specifically 
what  town  ways  and  county  ways  have  been  laid  out,  what 
damages  have  been  assessed  and  paid,  what  claims  are  out- 
standing, and  what  claims  are  in  suit  against  the  town. 
They  shall  also  state  what  ways  that  have  been  ordered  laid 
out,  or  accepted,  remain  to  be  constructed.  They  shall  give 
full  reports  in  regard  to  all  suits  against  the  town.  They 
shall  also  make  a  detailed  statement  of  the  repairs  made  upon 
public  buildings  in  their  charge. 

Sec.  6.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  printed  annual  re- 
ports of  the  town  ready  for  distribution  not  later  than 
February  10th  of  each  year;  and  shall  have  a  copy  thereof 
left  at  every  dwelling  house  in  town  not  later  than  February 
15th. 

ARTICLE  V. 

TOWN  CLERK. 

Sec.  1.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  keep  a  true  copy  (in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  such  purpose  alone)  of  all  deeds  and  con- 
veyances executed  by  the  Selectmen. 

Sec.  2.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  furnish  all  boards,  com- 
mittees, and  officers  with  a  copy  of  all  votes  affecting  them. 

Sec.  3.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  furnish  the  Selectmen  for 
publication  in  the  annual  printed  report  of  the  town  a  copy  of 
his  record  of  all  town  meetings  that  have  been  held  during 
the  preceding  year. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

TOWN  TREASURER. 

Sec.  1.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall,  immediately  after 
the  first  day  of  each  month,  make  to  the  Selectmen  a  de- 
tailed report  of  all  receipts  during  Lthe  preceding  month,  and 
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a  summarized  report  of  the  same  since  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year.  He  shall  also  prepare  such  other  financial  state- 
ments as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the  Select- 
men. 

Sec.  2.    The  report  of  the  Town  Treasurer  shall  include: 

1st.  A  list  of  all  notes  issued  during  the  year  and  the 
purposes  for  which  the  money  was  borrowed,  giving  the  dates, 
amount,  term,  rate  of  interest,  time  of  maturity,  the  pre- 
mium, if  any,  received  thereon,  and  the  names  of  the  parties 
of  whom  the  funds  were  borrowed. 

2d.  A  full  exhibit  of  all  moneys,  properties,  and  securi- 
ties which  have  been  placed  in  his  charge  by  virtue  of  any 
statute  or  by-law  or  by  virtue  of  any  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or 
deposit. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ROAD  COMMISSIONER.- 

Sec.  1.  The  Road  Commissioner  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  money  expended  and  all  work  done  upon  the 
public  ways  of  the  town,  and  a  daily  record  of  the  number  of 
men  and  teams  employed,  and  the  extent  and  nature  of  the 
work  done. 

Sec.  2.  The  Road  Commissioner  shall  keep  a  pay  roll  of 
the  employees  of  the  street  department,  and  of  the  owners  of 
teams  employed  thereon,  and  a  detailed  account  with  all  par- 
ties furnishing  materials  therefor;  the  time  for  which  pay- 
ment is  to  be  made;  the  rate  of  wages;  the  amount  and  cost 
of  materials  furnished,  and  the  amount  due  in  each  case. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  Forest  Warden  shall  keep  an  accurate  and 
detailed  account  of  the  expenditures  of  his  department, 
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showing  the  dates,  names,  amounts,  and  objects  thereof. 
He  shall  also  keep  a  detailed  list  of  the  alarms  to  which  the 
department  responds,  the  length  of  time  on  duty,  and  the 
amount  of  fire  loss  in  each  case. 

Sec.  2.  The  Forest  Warden  shall  make  an  annual  report 
stating  the  doings  of  the  department  during  the  year  and  his 
recommendations  for  the  ensuing  year,  to  be  published  in 
the  annual  town  report. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Health  may  make  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  public  health  and  safety  relative  to  house 
drainage. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  annually  present  in 
the  printed  annual  report  of  the  town,  a  full  and  compre- 
hensive statement  of  all  its  acts  during  the  preceding  year. 

ARTICLE  X. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  shall  annually 
present,  in  the  printed  annual  report  of  the  town,  a  full  and 
comprehensive  statement  of  all  its  acts,  also  a  review  of  the 
condition  of  the  water  supply  and  an  estimate  of  the  appro- 
priations needed  by  their  department  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

CARE   OF  BURIAL  GROUNDS  AND  LOTS. 

Sec.  1.  The  town  will  accept  and  forever  hold  in  trust 
any  money  or  securities  which  may  hereafter  be  deposited 
with  the  Town  Treasurer  for  the  perpetual  preservation, 
care,  improvement,  or  embellishment  of  any  public  or  private 
burial  place,  or  any  lots  or  graves  therein,  agreeable  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Statutes  of  the  Commonwealth. 

It  1 3  ToujaJ 
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Sec.  2.  The  Selectmen  are  authorized  to  enter  into 
agreement  in  behalf  of  the  town  with  the  holders  of  burial 
rights  in  any  lot  in  the  cemeteries  of  the  town  to  keep  for- 
ever such  lot,  and  the  structures  and  grass  thereon,  in  good 
and  neat  condition,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  done  by  an  ex- 
penditure not  exceeding  four  per  cent,  per  annum  of  any 
sum  of  money,  or  equal  to  the  income  from  any  securities, 
which  such  holder  may  have  deposited  with  the  Town  Treas- 
urer for  said  purpose. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

POLICE  REGULATIONS. 

Street  Rules. 

Sec.  1.  No  person  shall  use  any  indecent,  profane,  or 
insulting  language  in  any  public  place  in  the  town,  or  near 
any  dwelling  house  or  other  building  therein. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  remain  upon  any  doorstep, 
portico,  or  other  projection  of  any  house  or  other  building 
not  his  own,  to  the  annoyance  or  disturbance  of  any  person. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  loiter  upon  any  doorway,  door- 
step, portico,  or  other  projection  of  any  building  not  his  own, 
after  being  directed  by  a  police  officer  to  move  on,  nor  shall 
any  person  unnecessarily  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  foot 
travelers  on  such  sidewalk  or  in  any  street  or  other  public 
place  in  the  town. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  having  the  care  or  custody  of  any 
sheep,  swine,  horse,  cow,  or  other  grazing  animal  shall  per- 
mit or  suffer  the  same  to  go  at  large  or  to  graze  on  any  street, 
lane,  common  square,  or  other  public  place  within  the  town, 
or  permit  any  such  animal  to  go  or  stand  on  any  sidewalk,  or 
to  stand  upon  any  street  crossing  therein  for  any  unreason- 
able length  of  time. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  by  noise  or  gesture,  or  by 
throwing  any  missile,  or  by  any  other  means,  wantonly  or 
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designedly  frighten  any  horse  in  any  street  or  other  public 
place  in  town. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  having  under  his  care  or  control 
any  vehicle  shall  permit  the  same,  or  the  animal  or  animals 
attached  thereto,  to  stand  across  any  public  highway  or  street 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  the  travel  over  the  same  for 
an  unnecessary  length  of  time;  no  person  shall  stop  with  any 
vehicle  in  any  public  street  so  near  to  another  vehicle  as  to 
obstruct  public  travel. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  drive,  draw,  or  propel  any 
cart,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle  (except  children's  and  invalid's 
hand  carriages)  upon  any  footpath  or  sidewalk  in  the  town, 
nor  coast  thereon. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  throw,  place  or  caused  to  be 
placed  in  any  public  way  or  place  in  the  town  any  obstruc- 
tion, or  any  ashes,  garbage,  carrion,  filth,  offal,  fuel,  build- 
ing materials,  .or  rubbish  of  any  kind,  except  in  such  place 
and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Selectmen. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  throw  stones,  snowballs,  sticks, 
or  other  missiles,  or  kick  at  football,  or  play  at  any  game  in 
which  a  ball  is  used,  or  fly  any  kite  or  balloon,  or  shoot  with 
or  use  a  bow  and  arrow,  gun,  air  gun,  or  sling,  in  or  across 
any  of  the  public  ways  of  the  town. 

Bathing. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  in  a  nude  state  shall  bathe  or  swim 
in  any  of  the  waters  within  the  town  except  at  night. 

Junk  Licenses. 

Sec.  11.  The  Selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons  to 
be  dealers  in  and  keepers  of  shops  for  the  purchase,  sale,  or 
barter  of  junk,  old  metal,  or  second-hand  articles,  in  the 
town.  They  may  also  license  suitable  persons  as  junk  collec- 
tors, to  collect,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  junk,  old  metals,

and  second-hand  articles  from  place  to  place  in  the  town ;  and 
they  may  provide  that  such  collectors  shall  display  badges 
upon  their  persons  or  upon  their  vehicles,  or  upon  both,  when 
engaged  in  collecting,  transporting,  or  dealing  in  junk,  old 
metals,  or  second-hand  articles;  and  may  prescribe  the  de- 
sign thereof.  They  may  also  provide  that  such  shops,  and 
all  articles  of  merchandise  therein,  and  any  place,  vehicle,  or 
receptacle  used  for  the  collection  or  keeping  of  the  articles 
aforesaid,  may  be  examined  at  all  times  by  the  Selectmen  or 
by  any  person  by  them  authorized  thereto. 

Sec.  12.  Every  keeper  of  a  shop  for  the  purchase,  sale, 
or  barter  of  junk,  old  metal,  or  second-hand  articles,  within 
the  limits  of  the  town,  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which  shall  be 
written,  at  the  time  of  every  purchase  of  any  such  article,  a 
description  thereof,  the  name,  age,  and  residence  of  the  per- 
son from  whom,  and  the  day  and  hour  when,  such  purchase 
was  made;  such  book  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  Selectmen  and  of  any  person  by  them  authorized 
to  make  such  inspection;  every  keeper  of  such  shop  shall  put 
in  a  suitable  and  conspicuous  place  on  his  shop  a  sign  having 
his  name  and  occupation  legibly  inscribed  thereon  in  large 
letters;  such  shop,  and  all  articles  of  merchandise  therein, 
may  be  at  all  times  examined  by  the  Selectmen  or  by  any 
person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such  examination;  and 
no  keeper  of  such  shop  and  no  junk  collector  shall,  directly 
or  indirectly,  either  purchase  or  receive  by  way  of  barter  or 
exchange  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid  of  a  minor  or  appren- 
tice, knowing  or  having  reason  to  believe  him  to  be  such;  and 
no  article  purchased  or  received  by  such  shopkeeper  shall  be 
sold  until  at  least  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  its  purchase  or 
receipt  have  elapsed.  Such  shops  shall  be  closed  between 
the  hours  of  6  p.  m.  and  7  a.  m. ,  and  no  keeper  thereof  and 
no  junk  collector  shall  purchase  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid 
during  such  hours. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

PROSECUTIONS  AND  PENALTIES. 

Sec.  1.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  Article  XIV 
of  the  Town  By-laws,  shall,  in  cases  not  otherwise  provided 
for,  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offense  a  fine  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

REPEAL. 

Sec.  1.  These  By-laws  and  the  repeal  of  all  By-laws 
heretofore  in  force  shall  not  affect  any  act  done,  any  right 
accrued,  any  penalty  or  liability  incurred,  or  any  suit,  prose- 
cution, or  proceding  pending  at  the  time  they  take  effect. 

Sec.  2.  All  By-laws  heretofore  in  force  shall  be  repealed 
and  these  By-laws  shall  become  effective  when  approved  and 
published  as  required  by  statute.

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The  opening  of  the  year  finds  our  schools  well  equipped 
with  all  that  seems  essential  to  the  well-being,  comfort  and 
safety  of  the  pupils.  Our  scholars  are  under  the  guidance 
of  painstaking,  efficient  teachers  whose  efforts  are  appre- 
ciated by  all  who  are  interested  in  the  maintenance  of  good 
schools. 

We  refer  with  pride  to  the  large  number  who  graduating 
from  our  Grammar  School  have  diligently  taken  up  some  one 
of  the  several  courses  at  the  High  School. 

It  may  interest  all  to  know  that  we  are  permitted  by  law 
to  expend  the  money  received  from  the  Massachusetts  State 
Fund  for  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries  and  school  sup- 
plies only.  For  that  reason  a  separate  account  is  made  of 
that  expenditure. 

Our  funds  were  inadequate  to  meet  the  unexpected  de- 
mands made  by  a  State  Inspector.  Instructions  were  received 
calling  for  the  immediate  installment  of  a  given  number  of  a 
certain  kind  of  fire  extinguishers,  also  that  all  doors  should 
be  made  to  open  outward,  outside  doors  be  equipped  with 
vestibule  knobs,  also  hand  rails  be  added  in  certain  stairways 
— all  of  which  called  for  the  expenditure  of  a  larger  sum  of 
money  than  the  appropriations  of  the  year  would  cover. 

The  wisdom  of  these  permanent  improvements  is  at  once 
evident  when  we  consider  the  greater  safety  insured  our 
school  children  in  case  of  fire  or  accident. 

The  relation  of  parent  and  teacher  should  be  a  most  in- 
timate one.  Frequent  visits  to  the  schools  by  the  parents  is 
commended,  while  an  occasional  invitation  to  teachers  to 
visit  the  homes  of  their  pupils  in  a  social  way  would  greatly 
strengthen  the  acquaintance  and  mutual  interest  of  those 
most  deeply  interested  in  the  education  and  methods  of  in- 
struction afforded  our  school  children.

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During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  to  the  city  of  Brockton 
three  of  our  valued  teachers,  two  of  whom  had  served  with 
us  eight  and  eleven  years  respectively.  While  we  regret  the 
loss  of  teachers  who  have  been  trained  in  our  schools,  we 
must  recognize  the  fact  that  the  election  of  our  teachers  to 
much  better  positions  is  a  direct  complement  to  our  own 
school  system.  Fortunately,  the  changes  necessitated  by 
these  resignations  came  during  the  summer  vacation,  a  time 
when  they  could  by  made  with  a  minimum  amount  of  loss 
and  inconvenience. 

The  school  statistics  reported  this  year  vary  but  little 
from  those  reported  one  year  ago,  showing,  however,  a  slight 
gain  in  the  total  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  for  the  year. 
In  view  of  this  fact,  it  has  seemed  best  to  your  committee 
and  superintendent  to  defer  for  another  year  any  recommen- 
dation for  additional  school  accommodations.  This  decision 
is  justified  by  the  fact  that  several  of  the  outside  schools  have 
had  a  smaller  enrolment  than  usual,  and  there  seems  to  be 
no  prospect  for  any  large  increase  in  the  membership  of 
these  schools  during  the  next  year.  Readjustment  of  grades 
will,  therefore,  be  possible  to  such  an  extent  as  to  relieve 
the  crowded  condition  at  the  Center  and  Sunset  Avenue 
schools.  The  citizens  of  the  town  should  be  prepared  in  the 
near  future,  however,  to  consider  seriously  the  question  of 
an  addition  to  the  building  on  Sunset  Avenue  to  accommo- 
date all  of  the  pupils  living  at  that  end  of  the  town.  Such 
an  additon,  converting  the  present  school  into  a  four-room 
building,  would  materially  lesson  our  bill  for  transportation 
and  enable  pupils  to  attend  school  near  their  own  homes. 
The  health  of  the  pupils  would  thereby  be  conserved,  and 
many  of  the  disadvantages  connected  with  transportation 
and  care  of  the  pupils  during  the  noon  hour  would  be  re- 
duced to  a  negligible  quantity. 

In  my  last  report  reference  was  made  to  the  recently  in- 
augurated plan  of  giving  small  certificates  at  the  end  of  each

school  month  to  those  pupils  who  had  been  neither  absent  nor 
tardy  during  the  month.  Seven  or  more  of  these  small  cer- 
tificates earned  during  the  year  would  entitle  the  holder  to  a 
larger  certificate.  Eighty-four  pupils,  or  nearly  sixteen  per 
cent,  of  the  total  registration  earned  the  larger  certificate; 
the  names  of  these  pupils  will  be  found  in  appendix  D. 
Others  tried  equally  hard  but  failed  through  sickness  or  other 
unavoidable  causes. 

The  result  of  this  attempt  to  secure  more  regular  attend- 
ance is  shown  in  the  record  for  the  year.  The  per  cent,  for 
the  whole  town  is  94,  the  highest  recorded  for  a  long  period 
of  years,  if  not  the  highest  on  record,  the  average  for  the 
past  ten  years  being  92.6  per  cent.  The  Matfield  school  leads 
all  others  for  the  year,  with  a  record  of  97.45  per  cent. 
Only  one  school  has  fallen  below  91,  while  ten  of  the  fifteen 
schools  show  an  improvement  over  the  record  for  the  previ- 
ous year. 

The  annual  tests  for  defective  sight  and  hearing  have 
been  made  with  the  following  results:  number  of  pupils  ex- 
amined, 470;  number  with  defective  vision,  20;  number  with 
defective  hearing  1;  number  of  parents  notified  19.  The  re- 
port of  the  Medical  Inspector  is  incorporated  with  this  report 
and  should  receive  careful  consideration.  In  general,  parents 
have  responded  well  to  his  recommendations  and  have  sought 
medical  advice  for  the  treatment  of  adenoids  and  enlarged 
tonsils.  Decayed  teeth  should  be  cared  for  at  once,  as  they 
not  only  interfere  with  a  child's  progress  in  school  work  by 
the  suffering  they  occasion  and  by  impairing  his  general 
health,  but  such  teeth  may  harbor  the  germs  of  certain  con- 
tagious diseases. 

A  record  of  the  year  would  be  incomplete  without  refer- 
ence to  the  efforts  of  the  different  schools  in  the  line  of 
schoolroom  decoration.  Such  efforts  are  commendable  and 
indicate  a  genuine  interest  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils. 
Special  reference  should  be  made  to  the  fact  that  the  schools 
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at  the  Center  raised  sufficient  funds  to  purchase  a  Victor  ma- 
chine, together  with  a  number  of  records. 

Recent  Legislation. 

One  of  the  most  important  school  measures  passed  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Legislature  is  known  as  the  Massachusetts 
Teachers'  Retirement  System,  an  arrangement  for  paying 
annuities  and  pensions  to  teachers.  So  far  as  teachers  are 
concerned  this  system  goes  into  effect  July  1,  1914. 

Teachers  already  in  the  service  of  the  public  schools  or 
who  may  enter  such  service  before  June  thirtieth  of  the 
present  year  may,  upon  application  to  the  commissioner  of 
education,  become  members  of  the  retirement  association. 
Teachers  who  enter  the  service  on  or  after  July  first  shall 
thereby  become  members  of  the  association.  This  act,  how- 
ever, does  not  apply  to  teachers  in  the  Boston  schools. 

The  management  of  the  retirement  system  is  vested  "in 
the  teachers'  retirement  board,  consisting  of  seven  members: 
the  insurance  commissioner  for  the  commonwealth,  the  bank 
commissioner  for  the  commonwealth,  the  commissioner  of 
education  for  the  commonwealth,  three  members  of  the  re- 
tirement association  and  one  other  person." 

The  funds  of  the  retirement  system  are  derived  from  as- 
sessments paid  by  members  of  the  retirement  association  and 
from  such  amounts  as  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  general 
court  from  time  to  time  on  estimates  submitted  by  the  re- 
tirement board.  The  rate  of  assessment,  determined  annu- 
ally by  the  retirement  board,  "shall  at  any  given  time  be  uni- 
form for  all  members  of  the  retirement  association,  and  shall 
not  be  less  than  three  per  cent,  nor  more  than  seven  per 
cent,  of  the  members'  salary."  It  is  further  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  member  shall  be  assessed  less  than  thirty-five 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  any  school 
year.    This  assessment  is  paid  in  regular  instalments  due  on 
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pay  days  and  is  deducted  by  the  city  or  town  treasurer  from 
the  teacher's  salary.  All  deductions  are  forwarded  once  a 
month  to  the  secretary  of  the  retirement  board.  The  state 
treasurer  is  the  custodian  of  the  funds.  Assessments  are 
payable  until  retirement,  but  no  teacher  is  required  to  con- 
tribute more  than  thirty  assessments. 

Members  of  the  association  may  retire  at  the  age  of  60  and 
must  retire  at  70.  The  school  committee,  with  the  approval 
of  the  retirement  board,  can  retire  a  teacher  over  60  years  of 
age.  To  share  in  the  retiring  allowances  a  member  must  have 
taught  at  least  15  years  in  Massachusetts,  five  years  of  which 
must  immediately  precede  retirement.  The  retirement  al- 
lowance in  a  given  case  is  made  up  of  such  an  annuity  as  the 
assessments  for  the  given  period  would  buy,  plus  a  pension 
for  an  equal  amount  provided  by  the  state,  and  in  no  case  is 
to  be  less  than  three  hundred  dollars. 

Teachers  withdrawing  from  service  before  becoming  eli- 
gible for  the  retiring  allowance  have  all  their  assessments 
refunded  to  them,  with  interest  at  three  per  cent,  com- 
pounded annually.  The  law  makes  no  provision  for  disability 
before  the  teacher  reaches  the  age  of  sixty,  except  the  re- 
funding of  assessments  with  interest  as  stated  above;  it  pro- 
vides merely  for  old  age.  The  teacher's  interests,  however, 
are  so  well  safeguarded  that  she  has  much  to  gain  and  prac- 
tically nothing  to  lose  from  membership  in  the  association. 

Another  important  piece  of  school  legislation  enacted  the 
past  year  is  that  relating  to  the  employment  of  minors.  This 
act  took  effect  September  first,  and  under  its  provisions 
all  working  certificates  issued  prior  to  that  date  became  obso- 
lete. The  issuing  of  new  forms  to  all  employed  minors  be- 
tween fourteen  and  twenty-one  years  of  age  entailed  a  great 
deal  of  extra  work  upon  the  superintendent  of  schools,  as 
well  as  occasioning  inconvenience  to  employers  and  employes. 
The  law  is,  however,  a  distinct  advance  in  legislation,  limit- 
ing the  hours  of  labor  for  minors  and  women  and  closing  to 
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them  certain  dangerous  occupations.  The  restrictions  as  to 
hours  and  occupations  placed  upon  minors  between  fourteen 
and  sixteen  years  of  age  will  make  it  more  difficult  than  for- 
merly for  such  to  find  employment  and  will  have  a  tendency 
to  keep  these  boys  and  girls  in  school.  Before  leaving  school 
a  boy  or  girl  over  fourteen  and  under  sixteen  years  of  age 
must  obtain  an  employment  certificate  from  the  office  of  the 
superintendent  of  schools.  Before  this  can  be  granted,  how- 
ever, the  applicant  must  file  with  the  office  a  promise  of  em- 
ployment, a  physician's  certificate,  a  school  record,  and  one 
of  a  series  of  prescribed  proofs  of  age.  Minors  from  sixteen 
to  twenty-one  years  of  age  can  obtain  an  educational  certifi- 
cate on  presenting  the  proper  form  of  proof  of  age.  A  cir- 
cular giving  an  outline  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  employ- 
ment of  women  and  children  can  be  obtained  on  application 
to  the  superintendent  of  schools. 


Howard  High  School. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  expansion  for  the  high 
school.  The  use  of  the  entire  building,  including  assembly 
hall  and  gymnasium,  and  the  employment  of  our  teachers  on 
a  full  time  schedule  have  added  materially  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  school  in  meeting  the  real  needs  of  the  community. 
The  membership  has  increased  to  more  than  ninety,  with  a 
good  prospect  for  reaching  the  one  hundred  mark  next  Sep- 
tember. This  steady  growth  in  numbers  is  gratifying  to 
teachers  and  school  officials,  as  it  indicates  a  recognition  of 
the  value  of  high  school  work  and  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
pupils  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered  by  the 
school. 

The  courses  of  study  have  been  re-arranged  and  enriched 
the  past  year  so  that  now  our  curriculum  compares  favorably 
with  that  of  larger  schools.  Not  only  are  opportunities  pre- 
sented for  fitting  for  college,  normal,  and  technical  schools, 
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but  we  can  now  prepare  competent  boys  and  girls  for  actual 
positions  in  the  business  world.  A  school  can  do  much  for  a 
boy  or  girl  but  not  everything.  The  pupil  must  remember 
that  the  school  is  but  a  miniature  world  wherein  he  receives 
a  training  for  the  larger  world  which  he  must  soon  enter,  and 
in  which  he  will  find  there  is  but  little  room  for  the  man  or 
woman  who  has  not  learned  the  meaning  of  hard  work  and 
of  responsibility. 

There  seems  to  be  a  growing  spirit  of  loyalty  to  the 
school,  a  spirit  that  is  fostered  by  the  healthful  development 
of  athletics  and  by  proper  attention  to  the  social  life  of  the 
pupils.  The  opening  of  the  gymnasium  has  made  possible 
the  organization  of  basket  ball  teams  among  the  girls  and 
boys.  Through  this  and  other  games  our  pupil  learn  the 
valuable  lesson  of  co-operation  or  team  work,  a  lesson  fre- 
quently learned  in  no  other  way. 

The  organization  of  a  school  debating  club,  or  congress, 
is  due  to  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Maglathlin.  This  congress  pro- 
vides an  opportunity  for  the  study  of  current  events  and  a 
special  training  for  public  speaking. 

As  the  school  grows  in  numbers,  additional  teachers  will 
be  needed  and  an  opportunity  thus  afforded  for  still  further 
enriching  our  course  of  study. 

In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  speak  of  the  report  made 
to  the  Association  for  the  Revision  of  College  Entrance  Re- 
quirements. At  present  it  is  practically  impossible  for  the 
smaller  high  schools  to  provide  preparation  for  college  and 
at  the  same  time  offer  courses  which  represent  the  trend  of 
modern  educational  thought  and  practice.  Furthermore,  it 
has  happened  that  pupils  who  would  undoubtedly  do  good 
work  in  college,  if  given  the  opportunity,  have  been  automa- 
tically excluded  through  failure  to  meet  the  entrance  require- 
ments in  certain  traditional  subjects.  The  plan  recommended 
in  the  report  provides  that  such  subjects  as  drawing,  manual 
training,  household  arts,  music,  agriculture,  and  commercial 
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branches  may  be  substituted  for  some  of  the  traditional  sub- 
jects usually  offered  for  admission  to  college.  By  this  plan 
pupils  desiring  a  college  training  will  be  encouraged  to  pursue 
subjects  that  have  a  "vital  interest  for  them  and  that  will 
function  with  their  future  lives/ '  It  is  believed  that  the 
adoption  of  this  plan  would  be  a  distinct  benefit  not  only  to 
the  high  schools  but  to  the  colleges  as  well,  by  drawing  to 
them  boys  and  girls  of  exceptional  ability  in  subjects  not  at 
present  recognized  by  colleges  in  their  entrance  require- 
ments. 

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 

Mr.  Edgar  H.  Grout,  Superintendent  of  Schools  :  — 

During  the  year  which  has  just  passed  the  course  in 
drawing  has  been  much  the  same  as  in  the  past  and  the 
attainment  equal  to  if  not  above  that  of  any  previous  year. 

In  beginning  each  new  subject  in  freehand  drawing  prac- 
tice work  has  first  been  done  on  the  blackboards  by  the 
children,  to  obtain  proportion  and  learn  the  characteristics  of 
the  object  to  be  drawn.  The  drawings  made  on  the  board 
are  large  and  the  errors  more  readily  seen  by  the  children 
than  when  first  drawn  on  paper.  After  this  practice  the 
drawings  were  made  on  paper  as  usual  but  have  been  done 
more  intelligently.  This  way  of  teaching  has  given  greater 
breadth  to  the  subject  and  made  it  possible  to  draw  things 
like  wagons,  automobiles,  fishing  schooners,  trains  and 
houses  which  the  children  could  easily  study  outdoors  or 
from  pictures.  It  does  not  need  to  be  added  that  the  children 
thoroughly  enjoy  this  kind  of  drawing. 

The  younger  children  like  to  construct  Indian  villages 
and  colonial  settlements  from  heavy  paper,  and  they  have 
been  so  instructed  in  this  work  that  they  can  make  these 
things  at  home  as  a  part  of  their  home  play.  They  have 
drawn  large  landscapes  with  crayons  representing  the  differ-

ent  seasons.  The  course  in  drawing  is  planned  to  be  of  such 
interest  to  children  that  it  unconsciously  becomes  a  natural 
mode  of  expression  with  them. 

Excellent  work  has  been  done  in  mechanical  drawing  in 
the  upper  grades,  and  in  the  ninth  grade  drawings  have  been 
made  by  the  boys  and  then  the  object  constructed  in  wood. 
Besides  this,  the  boys  in  that  grade  are  working  out  a  course 
in  mechanical  drawing  which  is  equivalent  to  the  first  year 
in  mechanical  drawing  in  the  average  high  school. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  and  the  teachers  for  your  cordial 
support  during  the  year.

Report  of  the  Medical  Inspector.

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I  would  again  call  attention  to  the  prevalence  of  adenoids 
and  enlarged  tonsils.  These  conditions  frequently  follow 
malformations  of  the  nasal  cavities  and  the  roof  of  the 
mouth,  producing  mouth  breathing.  It  seems  to  be  a  well- 
established  fact  that  sucking  the  thumb  in  infancy  causes  a 
narrowing  of  the  upper  jaw,  elevation  of  the  hard  palate 
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and  consequent  nasal  obstruction.  The  habit  has  nothing  to 
commend  it  and  should  be  discouraged  from  earliest  infancy 
before  it  becomes  fixed. 

The  teeth  in  their  formation  and  eruption  play  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  production  of  a  perfectly  formed  dental 
arch.  If  the  milk  teeth  are  not  taken  care  of  and  are  allowed 
to  decay  and  disappear  too  quickly,  a  poorly  developed  arch 
will  result ;  and  on  the  contrary  if  the  milk  teeth  are  allowed 
to  remain  too  long,  the  second  teeth  are  crowded  or 
pushed  to  one  side,  are  irregular  and  produce  a  corresponding 
deformity  of  the  upper  jaw.  The  result  of  inattention  to 
these  important  details  in  early  childhood  is  made  evident  by 
the  number  of  cases  found  of  nasal  obstructions,  adenoids 
and  enlarged  tonsils.

Conclusion. 

Many  people,  probably,  have  little  if  any  conception  of 
the  demands  made  upon  the  teacher  today,  regarding  the 
position  as  a  sort  of  sinecure.  To  dispel  any  such  delusion 
the  following  extract  is  quoted  from  an  educational  paper. 
Though  written  in  a  somewhat  humorous  vein,  it  is  packed 
full  of  food  for  meditation. 

*  She  ( the  teacher )  must  know  more,  do  more,  be  more 
and  endure  more  than  any  other  breadwinner.  She  must 
know  everything  in  heaven  above,  the  earth  beneath,  and 
the  waters  under  the  earth.  She  receives  no  special  credit 
for  knowing  them,  but  woe  to  her  if  she  knows  them  not. 
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She  must  teach  the  three  R's  as  in  olden  times,  but  mark  the 
additions.  She  must  teach  physiology  with  the  skill  of  a 
physician  but  without  his  opportunity  of  hiding  mistakes. 
She  must  teach  civics  with  the  learning  of  a  lawyer  but  with- 
out his  library.  She  must  teaqh  virtue  and  goodness  with  all 
the  zeal  of  a  minister  but  without  his  Bible  and  sectarian 
bias.  She  must  teach  music,  drawing,  penmanship,  physical 
culture  with  the  ability  of  a  specialist,  but  must  give  the 
supervisor  all  the  credit  for  the  success  attained.  She  must 
teach  business  forms,  business  usage,  short  cuts  and  brief 
methods  with  all  the  knowledge  of  a  bookkeeper,  or  the 
schools  are  considered  impractical. " 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  emphasize  anew  the  im- 
portance of  co-operation  between  the  home  and  the  school 
and  to  impress  upon  parents  their  obligation  in  this  respect. 
Co-operation  implies  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  teachers  and 
parents  to  understand  each  the  other's  problem  and  to  give 
all  possible  help  in  its  solution.  Upon  the  teacher  devolves 
the  duty  of  knowing  something  of  the  home  environment  of 
her  pupils  ;  upon  the  parents  devolves  the  duty  of  a  first- 
hand knowledge  of  the  school  through  visitation,  and  of  a 
more  or  less  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  persons  to  whom 
is  entrusted  the  care  of  their  children  for  a  period  of  five  or 
more  hours  eoch  day.  With  a  better  understanding  of  actual 
conditions,  there  should  pass  away  unreasonable  criticism  and 
malicious  gossip  so  destructive  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
school  and  home.

LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

Sec.  3.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which 
they  were  in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  notice  stat- 
ing the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number 
if  any,  color  and  the  family  name.  They  shall  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  report  of  the 
birth,  stating  the  date  and  place,  the  name,  if  any,  of  the 
child,  its  sex  and  color,  and  the  names,  ages,  places  of  birth, 
occupations  and  residences  of  the  parents,  giving  the  street 
number,  if  there  be  any,  and  the  number  of  the  ward  in  a 
city,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother,  if  the  full  return  is  not 
made  within  the  forty-eight  hours. 

The  fee  of  the  physician  or  midwife  shall  be  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  A  physician  or  midwife  who 
neglects  to  report  each  birth  within  forty-eight  hours  or  fif- 
teen days  thereafter,  shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth 
in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

The  facts  required  for  record,  as  stated  in  section  3  shal^ 
so  far  as  known  or  obtainable,  be  included  in  every  notice 
given  under  the  provision  of  this  section. 

Sec.  8.  A  parent,  or  other  persons,  who  by  section  6 
is  required  to  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  of  a  birth  or 
death,  who  neglects  to  do  so  for  ten  days  after  the  time 
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limited  therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five  dollars  for 
each  offence. 

Sec.  24.  The  Town  Clerk  will  furnish  blanks  for  re- 
turns of  births  to  parents,  householders,  physicians  and 
midwives  who  apply  therefor.

The  coming  of  a  new  year  finds  our  schools  well  equipped 
for  school  work,  providing  every  incentive  for  high  achieve- 
ment in  study,  deportment  and  industry.  It  is  very  much  to 
the  credit  of  our  teachers  that  many  of  the  classes  have 
shown  a  deeper  spirit  of  earnestness  than  has  characterised 
some  former  years.

ested in  our  schools. 

"Going  to  school"  is  the  business  of  youth,  mentally 
equipping  every  earnest  scholar  for  the  duties  of  life,  and 
there  is  no  task  so  simple  that  it  cannot  be  performed  with 
greater  accuracy,  ease  and  dispatch  by  the  trained  mind  than 
by  the  mind  that  lacks  training. 

Among  the  necessary  improvements,  the  new  cement 
walk  at  the  Centre  grammar  school  building  is  permanent  and 
adds  much  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  grounds. 

To  maintain  our  schools  in  their  present  efficiency  we 
would  recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  1915:

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The  rearrangement  of  grades  as  outlined  in  my  last  report 
went  into  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  school  year  in 
September.  Under  the  new  arrangement  the  seventh  grade 
has  been  restored  to  the  Cochesett  school  and  the  sixth  grade 
taken  from  Matfield  to  the  Center  school.  Atlhe  Center  the 
sixth,  seventh,  eight  and  ninth  grades  are  each  assigned  to  a 
separate  teacher,  a  favorable  arrangement  for  these  grades. 
Even  with  the  loss  of  the  sixth  grade,  Matfield  still  has  a 
large  school,  while  the  membership  at  the  East  school  has 
dropped  to  fifteen  pupils.  Our  total  enrolment  for  December, 
1914,  shows  a  decrease  of  nearly  thirty  pupils  from  that  re- 
ported one  year  ago,  due  in  a  large  measure,  undoubtedly,  to 
business  depression  in  Brockton. 

This  unexpected  loss  in  membership  will  defer  for  a  year 
at  least  the  question  of  additional  school  accommodations. 
By  further  rearrangement  of  grades  and  some  transfers,  we 
shall  be  able  to  avoid  over  congestion  in  any  particular  school, 
though  there  may  be  a  crowded  condition  at  the  Center  and 
Sunset  Avenue  schools. 

There  have  been  but  two  changes  in  our  teaching  force 
the  past  year.  Miss  Mildred  Jones,  who  had  been  our  music 
supervisor  for  thirteen  years,  resigned  at  the  end  of  the 
school  year  in  June  to  accept  a  much  more  lucrative  position. 
Her  work  with  us  was  characterized  by  marked  efficiency  and 
thorough  understanding  of  local  conditions  and  local  needs. 
The  vacancy  caused  by  Miss  Jones'  resignation  was  filled  by 
the  appointment  of  Miss  Violet  Peterson,  a  teacher  of  suc- 
cessful training  and  experience.  Miss  Berry  of  the  seventh 
grade  was  transferred  in  September  to  the  eighth  grade  to 
succeed  Miss  Boober  whose  resignation  was  received  earlier 
in  the  summer.  Miss  Henrietta  Townsend,  a  graduate  of  the 
Salem  Normal  School,  was  appointed  to  succeed  Miss  Berry. 

The  annual  tests  for  defective  sight  and  hearing  have 
been  made  with  the  following  results:  Number  of  pupils 
examined,  465;  number  with  defective  vision,  36;  number 
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with  defective  hearing,  6;  number  of  parents  notified,  36. 
The  report  of  the  medical  inspector  is  incorporated  with  this 
report  and  should  receive  careful  consideration. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  roll  of  honor  given  in  appendix 
D.  This  roll  contains  the  names  of  elementary  school  pupils 
who  have  won  a  place  on  this  list  by  excellent  attendance  at 
school.  By  giving  public  recognition  to  pupils  who  have  had 
perfect  attendance  for  seven  and  eight  school  months  as  well 
as  to  those  who  have  had  perfect  attendance  for  nine  months, 
we  hope  to  avoid  over  stimulation  of  certain  conscientious 
pupils  in  the  matter  of  regular  attendance.  From  the  roll  of 
honor  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  seventy-four  pupils  whose 
names  appear  therein,  fifteen  have  won  nine  small  certifi- 
cates, twenty-four  have  won  eight  and  thirty-five  have  won 
seven. 

Details  of  membership  in  the  Teachers'  Retirement  As- 
sociation were  discussed  at  length  in  my  last  report.  Since 
that  time  the  new  law  has  become  operative  and  at  present 
six  of  our  teachers  are  members  of  the  Association.  Accord- 
ing to  a  recent  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  the 
association  had  on  November  9,  1914,  more  than  7,000  mem- 
bers, of  whom  more  than  6,000  were  voluntary,  having  been 
in  service  prior  to  July  1,  1914. 

Work  in  manual  training  and  practical  arts  has  been  con- 
tinued during  the  year  in  several  of  the  schools.  Commend- 
able work  is  being  done  by  the  pupils  under  the  direction  of 
the  regular  teachers  and  drawing  supervisor.  Work  of  this 
kind  should  be  emphasized  during  the  present  year,  and  some 
provision  should  be  made  for  the  introduction  of  sewing  into 
our  schools. 

Another  need  of  our  school  system  is  more  definite  work 
in  penmanship.  Here,  as  in  other  subjects,  practice  makes 
perfect,  but  to  secure  the  best  results  this  practice  should  be 
directed  and  supervised  by  a  specialist  as  is  the  custom  in 
commercial  schools  and  in  many  town  and  city  school  systems. 
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I  recommend,  therefore,  that  steps  be  taken  in  the  near 
future  to  provide  for  some  form  of  supervision  in  writing. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  formed  an  associa- 
tion of  the  teachers  of  East  Bridgewater  and  West  Bridge- 
water,  the  object  of  which  is  to  promote  a  closer  bond  of 
friendship  between  the  teachers  of  the  two  towns  and  to  fur- 
nish an  opportunity  for  social  and  intellectual  enjoyment. 
Three  meetings  have  been  held  thus  far,  and  much  interest 
has  been  manifested  by  the  teachers. 


EDUCATIONAL  TENDENCIES. 

An  educational  system,  like  all  other  organizations,  must 
either  continue  to  advance  in  plans  and  methods  or  must 
surely  retrograde.  There  is  no  middle  course.  What  is  good 
for  to-day  must  be  turned  into  something  better  for  to-mor- 
row. For  a  long  time  there  has  been  a  feeling  in  educational 
circles  that  while  the  work  of  the  primary  grades  has  been 
on  a  high  plane  of  efficiency,  the  same  statement  could  not  be 
made  of  the  grammar  grade  work.  During  the  first  five  or 
six  years  of  school  life  it  has  been  possible  to  sustain  the  in- 
terest of  the  boys  and  girls  in  their  work  and  to  accomplish 
results  that  seem  to  be  commensurate  with  the  time  and  effort 
spent.  Beyond  this  point  interest  is  sustained  only  with 
greater  effort  and  skill  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  and  the 
results  obtained  *  are  in  many  cases  pitiably  meagre  and  in- 
commensurate with  the  efforts  made.  Boys  and  girls  both, 
but  more  particularly  the  boys,  are  looking  forward  to  their 
day  of  freedom  when  the  law  will  allow  them  to  leave  school 
and  become  wage  earners.  This  is  not  a  new  situation  or  a 
new  problem,  for  years  ago  educators  tried  to  relieve  the 
situation  by  a  so-called  enrichment  of  the  course  of  study  for 
the  grammar  grades.  Certain  high  school  studies,  in  a 
somewhat  modified  form  to  be  sure,  were  brought  down  into 
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the  grades,  but  experience  has  shown  that  this  enriched 
course  of  study,  with  all  its  advantages  over  the  former  order 
of  things,  has  not  met  the  actual  needs  of  our  boys  and  girls 
who  are  approaching  the  restless  age  of  from  twTelve  to  four- 
teen or  fifteen  years. 

Educators  are  now  considering  a  plan  which  in  one  modi- 
fication or  another  is  in  successful  operation  in  several  towns 
and  cities  throughout  the  country.  This  plan  contemplates 
the  ending  of  elementary  education  with  the  sixth  year  of 
school  life.  Between  this  point  and  the  high  school  proper 
comes  the  place  for  so-called  differentiated  courses  of  study  for 
pupils  from  twelve  to  fifteen  years  of  age.  The  organization 
of  such  courses  of  instruction,  variously  known  and  desig- 
nated as  the  Junior  High  School  or  the  Intermediate  School, 
involves  certain  changes  in  the  courses  usually  offered  child- 
ren of  the  above  ages.  A  circular  issued  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Board  of  Education  states  these  changes  in  part  as 
follows:— 

"1.  The  introduction  of  practical  arts  including  manual 
training,  agriculture,  cooking  and  sewing,  and  commercial 
subjects.  Such  courses  should  be  in  charge  of  specially 
trained  teachers.  Equipment,  as  workshops,  kitchens  and 
garden  plots,  should  be  provided. 

"2.  The  introduction  of  academic  subjects,  usually 
taught  only  in  the  high  school,  as  algebra,  elementary  science 
and  foreign  language. 

' '  3.  The  organization  of  two  or  more  courses  with  refer- 
ence to  the  needs  and  aptitudes  of  particular  groups  of  child- 
ren. Each  pupil  will  be  expected  to  select  the  course  by 
which  he  seems  most  likely  to  profit.  As  examples,  these  may 
be  cited:  Literary  course,  Manual  Arts  course,  Business 
course,  Household  Arts  course,  Agricultural  course. " 

To  a  considerable  extent  these  courses  are  parallel;  e.  g., 
all  pupils  will  continue  the  study  of  English,  penmanship, 
mathematics,   geography  and  history.     Science,  physical 
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training,  music,  drawing  and  general  exercises  also  are  com- 
mon factors  in  all  courses  as  planned. 

The  introduction  of  these  differentiated  courses  as  a  whole 
into  our  school  system  involves  real  difficulties  in  the  matter 
of  securing  properly  trained  teachers  and  in  providing  proper 
equipment.  The  question  of  expense  would  also  be  a  large 
factor  that  could  not  be  overlooked.  There  is  also  implied  in 
this  proposed  modification  of  the  present  course  of  study  a 
greater  maturity  in  our  lower  grade  pupils,  inasmuch  as  the 
elementary  work  is  to  be  completed  with  the  end  of  the  sixth 
school  year.  This  greater  maturity  can  be  secured  by  raising 
the  age  of  admission  to  the  first  grade  to  six  years,  a  measure 
that  has  much  to  commend  it  in  practice  as  well  as  theory. 
Hand  in  hand  with  this  plan  goes  the  plan  of  changing  from 
a  nine-grade  system  to  one  of  eight  grades,  in  order  that 
pupils  may  reach  the  high  school  at  practically  the  same  age 
as  now  obtains. 

The  limits  of  this  report  forbid  anything  more  than  a 
statement  of  the  problem  and  a  brief  consideration  of  its 
salient  features.  The  difficulty  of  securing  properly  trained 
teachers  can  be  met  through  the  co-operation  of  the  normal 
schools  of  the  state.  Changing  to  an  eight  grade  system 
would  release  one  teacher  for  departmental  or  specialized 
work  without  additional  cost  to  the  school  department.  The 
work  in  drawing  can  be  modified  so  as  to  partake  more  of  the 
nature  of  the  manual  arts  course.  While  our  resources  for- 
bid at  present  the  adoption  in  its  entirety  of  the  plan  recom- 
mended by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  it  is  possible  for  us 
to  make  such  modifications  in  our  work  as  will  make  our 
schools  contribute  more  definitely  to  the  actual  needs  of  the 
boys  and  girls  of  our  community.  It  is  my  recommendation, 
therefore,  that  the  School  Board  appoint  a  sub-committee 
from  its  members  who  shall,  in  conjunction  with  the  superin- 
tendent, investigate  this  whole  subject  and  report  at  a 
subsequent  meeting.    It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  such  an 
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investigation  will  demonstrate  the  feasibility  of  at  least  a 
portion  of  the  proposed  modifications  and  that  the  time  is  ripe 
for  action. 


RECENT  LEGISLATION. 

a.    Annual  Returns  of  School  Statistics. 

The  old  law,  amended  by  legislation  of  1914,  provided  for 
a  census  of  children  between  five  and  fifteen  years  of  age  and 
of  all  illiterate  minors  over  fourteen.  The  amended  law  now 
calls  for  a  census  of  all  children  in  town  on  the  first  day  of 
September  between  the  ages  of  five  and  seven,  seven  and 
fourteen,  fourteen  and  sixteen  and  of  all  minors  over  sixteen 
years  of  age  who  cannot  read  and  write  legibly  simple  sen- 
tences in  the  English  language.  For  recording  the  data 
called  for  the  Board  of  Education  has  provided  school  census 
cards  instead  of  school  census  books  as  formerly.  In  its  new 
form  the  census  is  more  comprehensive  and  its  facts  are  more 
readily  accessible  than  in  former  years,  though  its  compila- 
tion entailed  much  additional  labor  and  expense. 

b.  Certificates  Relating  to  Minors. 

Section  1,  of  Chapter  316,  provides  as  follows:  ' '  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  city  or  town  clerk  or  other  official  to 
charge  any  fee  for  a  certificate  relating  to  the  age  or  place  of 
birth  of  any  minor  or  to  any  other  fact  sought  to  be  estab- 
lished in  relation  to  school  attendance,  but  such  certificates 
shall  be  issued,  upon  request,  by  any  city  or  town  clerk/' 

c.  Use  of  Public  School  Property. 

Acts  of  1914,  Chapter  538.  Section  1.  "For  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  the  usefulness  of  the  public  school  prop- 
erty the  school  committee  of  any  city  or  town  may  conduct 
such  educational  and  recreation  activities  in  or  upon  school 
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property  under  its  control,  and  shall  allow  the  use  thereof  by 
individuals  and  associations,  subject  to  such  regulations  as 
the  school  committee  shall  establish,  for  such  educational, 
recreation,  social,  civic,  philanthropic  and  similar  purposes  as 
the  committee  may  deem  to  be  for  the  interest  of  the  com- 
munity, provided  that  such  use  shall  not  interfere  or  be 
inconsistent  with  the  use  of  the  premises  for  school  pur- 
poses.' ' 

d.    Maintenance  of  Public  High  Schools. 

The  law  relating  to  the  maintenance  of  public  high 
schools  has  been  amended,  with  special  reference  to  towns 
required  by  law  to  belong  to  superintendency  unions,  so  as  to 
read  in  part  as  follows:  ''Any  high  school  maintained  by  a 
town  required  to  belong  to  a  superintendency  union  shall  be 
maintained  in  accordance  with  standards  of  organization, 
equipment  and  instruction  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Board  of  Education/ ■ 

e.    Public  Evening  Schools. 

The  law  relative  to  public  evening  schools  has  been 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  4 'Any  town  may,  and 
every  city  or  town  in  which  these  are  issued  during  the  year 
from  September  first  to  August  thirty-first  certificates  author- 
izing the  employment  of  twenty  or  more  persons  who  do  not 
possess  the  educational  qualifications  enumerated  in  Section 
one  of  Chapter  forty-four  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended, 
shall  maintain  during  the  following  school  year  an  evening 
school  or  schools,  " 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Grout,  Superintendent  of  Schools:— 

It  is  pleasant  to  report,  that  in  the  year  just  closed,  our 
school  has  been  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Nothing  has 
occurred  to  mar  the  usefulness  or  general  success  of  the 
school,  or  to  interrupt  the  cordial  relations  existing  between 
teachers  and  scholars. 

The  enrolment  stands  at  present  as  follows:  Seniors,  16; 
juniors,  16;  sophomores,  21;  freshmen,  37. 

We  have  in  our  school,  if  we  classify  them  according  to 
their  choice  of  studies,  three  types  of  pupils — those  who  are 
preparing  for  work  in  some  higher  institution;  those  who  will 
make  use  of  their  commercial  preparation  in  office  work,  and 
the  undecided  group,  who  may  enter  any  one  of  the  great 
variety  of  life  activities. 

We  are  clearly  confronted  with  the  following  problem: 
to  maintain  a  thorough  course  for  those  who  are  depending 
on  their  choice  of  studies  for  entrance  to  other  institutions; 
to  provide  a  strong  commercial  course;  to  give  others  studies 
which  shall  be  attractive  to  those  whose  plans  are  not  matur- 
ed. There  has  been  a  certain  amount  of  overlapping  in  the 
courses  because  of  this  lack  of  definiteness  and  also  from  lack 
of  perspective  on  the  pupil's  part  by  which  he  might  judge. 
But  while  this  uncertainty  may  exist  in  many  pupils,  it  is  cer- 
tain the  school  program  can  solve  the  problem  only  •  by  a 
much  greater  degree  of  rigidity  in  demanding  that  perman- 
ent choices  be  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  course.  How- 
ever, college  entrance  requirements  make  this  decidedly 
necessary. 

The  school  now  holds  the  right  to  enter  a  pupil  by  certifi- 
cate, to  all  institutions  which  give  this  privilege,  if  he  has 
completed  with  good  rank'  their  selections  of  the  specified 
studies. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  school  in  September  a  weekly- 
afternoon  session  was  introduced  for  the  benefit  of  pupils  who 
have  fallen  below  in  their  studies.  Pupils  absent  from  school 
for  unavoidable  causes  have  at  this  time  an  opportunity  to 
make  up  the  work  lost.  The  sessions  are  on  Wednesday  from 
2  o'clock  till  4  o'clock.  We  earnestly  ask  that  parents  co- 
operate with  us  in  this  work,  as  well  as  in  all  matters  relating 
to  the  school.  The  teacher  can  do  but  little,  if  her  efforts  are 
met  by  counter  influences  in  hours  over  which  she  has  no  con- 
trol. Home  and  school  must  work  together.  Failure  must 
ensue  when  for  any  reason  one  offsets  the  other.  Parental 
interest  may  be  shown  in  many  ways.  Teach  the  child  that 
knowledge  is  the  principal  thing.  Aid  him  in  every  way  to 
acquire  it.  Remove  every  possible  hindrance.  At  the  sacri- 
fice of  personal  convenience  see  that  he  has  every  opportu. 
nity-  Only  actual  necessity  should  prevent  prompt  and 
punctual  attendance  at  school.  No  small  matter  should  be 
allowed  to  serve  as  an  excuse  for  absence.  Want  of  regular- 
ity in  attendance  destroys  the  interest  and  retards  the  pro- 
gress of  the  pupil,  and  when  he  falls  below,  the  parent  forgets 
his  own  remissness  and  casts  the  blame  upon  the  school 
where  it  in  no  sense  belongs. 

The  Congress,  organized  last  year  by  Mr.  E.  B.  Maglath- 
lin,  is  held  every  Tuesday  morning  from  8.30  o'clock  to  9.25 
o'clock,  for  the  purpose  of  study  and  practice  in  the  presen- 
tation and  debate  of  public  questions  and  to  familiarize  the 
members  with  the  methods  and  procedure  of  Parliamentary 
Law. 

The  athletic  interests  of  the  school  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  Athletic  Association.  All  business  is  transacted  through 
the  governing  board,  which  contains  representatives  from  the 
faculty  and  students.  Through  this  Association  the  students 
support  a  girls'  and  a  boys'  basketball  team,  as  well  as  a 
baseball  team.    Good  work  has  been  done  in  this  field. 

Much  more  might  be  said  of  the  things  we  have  done  and 
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the  plan9  we  hope  to  carry  out,  but  the  better  way  for  those 

interested  in  our  work,  to  really  appreciate  what  we  are 
doing,  is  to  come  in  and  get  into  the  atmosphere  and  person- 
ally feel  the  enthuiasm  we  are  trying  to  bring  out. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  made  very  pleasant  by  the 
ready  co-operation  of  teachers  and  pupils,  the  support  of  the 
trustees  and  the  ever  present  encouragement  of-  the  superin- 
dent,  for  which  I  wish  to  extend  my  hearty  thanks.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

Mr.  Edgar  H.   Grout,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  West 
Bridge  water,  Mass:— 

Dear  Mr.  Grout, 

The  course  in  drawing  is  being  carried  out  satisfactorily 
in  the  different  schools  throughout  the  town.  Each  spring 
and  fall  I  am  able  to  go  to  nearly  all  the  outside  schools  and 
do  considerable  teaching  and  quite  a  little  teaching  in  the 
Central  Grammar  school  through  the  entire  year. 

Most  of  the  drawing  planned  for  the  younger  children  is 
of  an  illustrative  kind — scenes  and  activities  of  interest  to 
them,  which  in  picturing,  give  a  training  of  hand  and  eye. 
The  object  drawing  is  now  taught  as  low  as  the  third  grade 
and  through  all  grades  to  the  ninth.  More  mechanical  and 
freehand  drawing  has  been  given  in  the  eighth  and  ninth 
grades  than  formerly.  It  has  been  of  a  very  practical  nature 
and  exceedingly  well  done.  The  boys  are  enjoying  the  two 
work  benches  and  many  useful  objects  are  being  made,  most 
of  which  are  from  plans  drawn  in  class.  This  gives  them  a 
practical  use  for  their  mechanical  drawing.  Their  greatest 
difficulty  is  to  procure  suitable  stock.  Boxes  and  crates  are 
their  source  of  supply  and  are  hard  to  obtain  of  a  quality 
desirable  for  wood  working. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  and  the  teachers  for  your  cordial 
support  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  INSPECTOR. 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  of  the  Schools 
in  the  town  of  West  Bridge  water: — 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  my  report  as  Medical 
Inspector  in  the  public  schools  for  the  year  as  follows: — 
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A  comparison  of  the  above  tabulation  with  that  of  the 
previous  year  shows  a  marked  improvement  in  the  health  of 
pupils  in  our  public  schools.  The  total  number  of  ailments 
found  this  year  was  238,  while  in  1913  the  total  number  was 
357.  Especially  to  be  commented  upon  is  the  increased  inter- 
est shown  by  the  scholars  in  the  care  of  the  teeth.  A  decayed 
tooth  furnishes  a  fruitful  soil  for  the  infection'  of  many  dis- 
deases,  frequently  causing  catarrhal  conditions  of  the  throat 
and  upper  air  passages;  resulting  in  repeated  attacks  of  sore 
throat  and  terminating  in  adenoids  and  enlarged  tonsils. 

An  individual  health  record  of  each  pupil  is  kept  from 
year  to  year  and  at  each  annual  examination  all  ailments  the 
pupil  has  had  during  the  previous  year  are  entered  upon  this 
record  and  a  comparison  made  with  his  previous  condition. 
In  this  way  a  comprehensive  idea  of  the  general  health  of 
each  pupil  is  maintained. 

Pediculosis  has  been  somewhat  prevalent  during  the 
year  but  by  persistent  treatment — it  being  necessary  that 
every  nit  be  removed — has  been  eradicated. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  teachers  and  to  all 
who  have  rendered  me  assistance.

In  concluding  this  report  I  desire  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation of  the  faithful  and  earnest  work  of  the  teachers  and 
to  bespeak  for  them  the  hearty  co-operation  of  parents. 
Under  the  very  best  of  conditions  the  work  of  a  teacher  is 
hard  and  the  demands  made  upon  her  more  exacting  than  in

most  callings  and  professions.  For  five  or  six  hours  each  day 
we  place  in  her  care  thirty  to  forty  restless  boys  and  girls, 
some  of  whom  at  least  undoubtedly  cause  father  or  mother 
many  an  anxious  moment,  and  expect  her  not  only  to  study 
and  care  for  individual  needs,  but  to  make  of  these  pupils  a 
working  unit  controlled  by  a  harmonious  school  spirit.  If  in 
some  way  teachers  could  be  made  to  feel  that  they  have  the 
hearty  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  every  parent,  many  of 
the  school  room  difficulties  would  vanish.  A  kind  word  or  a 
letter  of  appreciation  assuring  parental  support  would  do 
much  to  encourage  a  teacher  and  to  render  her  services  more 
valuable  to  individuals  and  to  the  community  at  large.
